Agricultural Society 


After two years of rest and inaction of a 
public nature, gathering strength meanwhile 
for the present occasion, the Maine State Ag- 
ricultural Society has put forth a great effort 
to make this the tenth annual exhibition, one 
of interest and profit. 
has been and will be accomplished, our report 
will show. 

The previous week was one of lowering skies, 
rain fall, mud and gloomy aspects weather- 
ward. Only one fair day occurring in the sev- 
en, and this near the middle of the week. 
Such of course combined to deter many from 
making preparations for attending and others 
from exhibiting that would, had the weather 





been fine. 
some farm products to unwonted growths, and 
full luxuriance, militated against others. Of 
this we find proof as we look over the country, 
or pass through the grounds and halls of the 
Society’s Fair. 

The Fair is holden in connection with the 
Penobscot County Agricultural Society, Ban- 
gor Horticultural Society and Penobscot Poul- 
try Society. Toe Exhibition of Neat stock, 
Ilorses, Sheep, Swine, Poultry and Agricul- 
tural Implements is on the grounds of the first 
named society, two miles from the city on the 
avenue leading Northwest from the same. 
The Exhibition of Fine Arts, Machinery, Flo- 
ral, Horticultural and Dairy Products, Fancy 
articles, Domestic and Manufactured Products 
are in Norombega and City Halls. The Farm- 
cr’s meetings, evenings, at half-past seven 
v’clock, in the Court House. 

Monday the 16th wasa busy day with the 
Superintendents, Entry clerks and all the Of- 
ticers and Employes of the Fair. Despite the 
continued drizzle and murky skies, contribu- 
tions poured in from all quarters, exceeding 
the most sanguine expectations. The morning 
train from the West, brought in several herds 
of stock and many horses. 
left Augusta at 9 A. M., of the same day with 
two engines, landed in Bangor fifty-two cars 
loaded with Horses and Neat Stock. The Pis-

The location of the grounds is very favora- © pigs Cheater, 


ble; just far enough out from the city to be 
quiet and retired, elevated enough to ensure 
good air, well inclosed, level, with a splendid 
one mile track. The County grounds have 
been enlarged and enclose about fifty acres. 
Stalls, tents, and ample accommodations for 
stock, and comfort of visitors have been pro- 
vided. There are between four and five hun- 
dred stalls on the grounds. The classification 
and grouping of the animals is very conven- 
ient and well made. 

The Agricultural implements are on exhibi- 
tionin @ mammoth tent at the right of the 
main entrance and in the rear of the grand 
stand. The Poultry is exhibited at the left of 
the main entrance in a large Booth. The 
Horses are upon the right of the entrance near 
the high fence and extending in long lines 
North and Westward. The Cattle upon the 
left of the entrance, extending South and 
West. 

The track is in better condition than could 
really be expected from the nature of the soil, 
and the recent rains. The ground is so level 
that at all points the contestants are visible 
with the greatest plainness. The scoring 
ground receives special attention and is all that 
it is possible to have it. 

Conspicuous targets mark the quarters, and 
accurate measurements give the length of the 
track as one mile and ten feet. The Grand 
Stand is 400 feet long, strong and su‘ stantial- 
ly made and capable of seating 4000 persons. 
Ten cents admits you to its pleasures which 
consists of sitting ona plank and seeing the 
‘*Hosses’’ go. The area within the track has 
been divested of tall grass, bushes and other 
impediments to the sight. 

The arrangements for maintenance of order, 
is most complete. Special policemen both 
mounted and afoot, marshals and superintend- 
ents, attending their several duties, work har- 
moniously and effectively. Superintendents 
Percival om the grounds and Prince at the halls 
with their assistants, keep all goodnatured and 
accommodated, while Chief Marshal Holbrook 
is the right man in the right place. We are 
under special obligations to Secretary Board- 
man for favors and hereby return our thanks; 
and not only to him but to the officers gen- 
erally.

EvENING. 
Farmers Meeting. 


One of the most interesting and profitable 
features of our great annual State festival is— 
or might be, did farmers take pains to attend 
—the evening discussions of topics vitally con- 
nected with, and underlying their business. 
The meetings were held this season at the 
Court House, where ample accommodations 
were found for those present and room for 
more. 

The discussion was opened by James A. 
Varney of North Vassalboro’, a gentleman that 
is engaged in the Nursery and Fruit-growing 
business, and one that knows whereof he af- 


firms. 
Fruit Culture, 


Mr. Varney considered the subject of fruit 
culture vital to the best interests of the State. 
Fruit raising is to be a success. During the 
past three years of drought our orchards have 
yielded a good return, while other crops have 
been cut off. Fruits are indispensable articles 
of food and also luxuries every one may have. 
Every man may have both large and small 
fruits. They will grew and thrive where it is 
too rocky to plow. Discard all worthless trash 
often offered by unprincipled nurserymen. 
Set only good trees. Better pay the price and 
burn them, than set rootless, worthless trees, 
if we must do either. But little interest has 
been given, as yet, in the State to producing 
trees from seeds. ‘Trees that have not been 
transplanted till three or four years old are next 
to worthless. The proper place to plant them 
is on the brush heap. Trees transplanted at 
one year old, send out strong lateral roots and 
thrive very well. 
Remove trees at one or two years old after 
they have shed their leaves. Trees taken from 
a thicket will not stand our cold winters or hot 
summers. Set trees not too near together, 
give plenty of room. Give double price for 
trees grown singly, and well developed. 
Slope of ground to North and West preferred 
for orchard site. Every farmer may not have 
just the site for an orchard he desires. Ina 
valley trees do poorly, cold is more intense and 
heat more severe. Give good cultivation; avoid 
extremes; keep the soil loose, mulch with any 
available substance. We have thousands of 
acres of rocky land in our State. Stony, slate 
or granite soil, unfit for cultivation, that would 
make good orchard sites. Dig holes of ample 
dimensions, set the trees as deep as in the nur- 
sery and fill in with rich soil. 
Shelter is desirable. Would plant shelters 
of evergreens all about our orchards. Would 
even plant belts all about our farms. Our 
fields have deteriorated; we have cultivated 
some six or eight inches, till we have robbed it

Col. Hersey.—My first orchard has decayed, 
have set out others to replace it. Has set out 
189 trees and lost but few. 

W. B. Gibbs, Glenburn, set out a rocky and 
worthless piece of ground, to New York trees, 
grafted, and in three years had fruit; thinks 
he has got sound, good trees. Set my pear 
trees and grape vines, are doing well. So far 
as he knows, all New York trees are doing well 
that have been taken care of. Where they 
fail, people pasture orchards, or neglect them 
in some way. 

W. Thompson, Gardiner, thinks a tree from 
a New York nursery needs extra care. 

Hon. Samuel Wasson, Surry. Bought his 
present farm in 1861, on it were some twelve or 
fourteen New York trees. Has bought trees 
from within and without theState. Thinks he 
obtains fruit earlier and truer to name from 
the New York trees, than from Maine trees. 
Borer does net trouble New York trees with 
him as badly as Natives. Believes we are 
about to be driven into the culture of fruit by 
circumstances. Believes wool, beef, and but- 
ter has become unprofitable to the farmers of 
Maine by circumstances. Has had good suc- 
cess with dwarf trees. 

Carpentcr of Pittston, wants to know if he 
understood the gentleman who opened the dis- 
cussion. Did he say he set out trees on the 
North and West slope, then set out big ever- 
greens to protectthem? What shall the young 
man do when he goes home; buy New York 
trees or not? Some here tells him to buy 
them; others not. Set R.I., greenings forty- 
nine years ago, was good then is good now. 
Believes in sticking to old tried kinds of fruit. 
Finds it hard work to keep the borers oat. If 
he thought they wouldn’t touch New York 
trees, would have some right off. Knows of 
New York trees doing well. He thinks they 
generally do well. 

Hon. Warren Percival, Cross Hill thinks 
we should be cautious about selection of trees . 
Sho .ld not force an unnatural growth. We 
hardly ever give trees as rich soil as that they 
grew in in nursery. 

J. A. Varney, rose toexplain. He meant to 
shelter trees as well as other farm crops. 
Would shelter an orchard whether it slopes 
north or south. 

Col. Hersey inquired if the habits of the 
borer were the same in all localities. 

Samuel Wasson. On the seashore the bor- 
er attacks the tree near the root. In some in- 
terior sections the borer works in the limbs 
and top of the tree. 

J. Varney thinks the borer always enters 
near the surface. Has traced them upward to 
the limbs. 

Mr. Harlow, of Bangor. Borers enter the 
tree near the ground, often works up to con- 
siderable height, loses about four trees per 
year from this cause. 


Reed, of Frederickion, N. B. Finds it 
quite difficult to raise fruit. A neighbor of 
his bored into a tree and put in sulphur, 
plugged the end and waited the result. _Bor- 
ers left, but for several years could not eat the 
apples. The borer is killing the forest trees. 
Believes an orchard site should be under- 
drained. Orcharding is receiving increased 
attention in the Province. 

Blake of wishes to learn more of 
underdraining orchards, also of the aphis that 
infests the tree. 

Pickard, of Bangor, did not treat his first 
orchard according to scripture. He did not 
“dig about it and dung it.’’ Believes that 
passage of scripture is peculiarly adapted to 
orchardists’ use. Has great trouble with 
worms in apples. 

Mo rison, says turn hogs in and let them 
eat the worms and apples that fall. 

Weld. Greenbush. His father had four large 
orchards. Got tired of making cider and 
hoped to one day get out of the land of ap- 
ples, (had to drive the horse to grind them.) 
This was on the Connecticut river. Believes 
in cultivating orchards.

Scattered all over the grounds are 
victualing stands,venders of all sorts of goods, 
places of entertainment fur the eye and the ear, 
patent nostrum sellers, and games of chance.

P. W. Ayer, Freedom, exhibited some nice 
stock.

1; ‘Lady Fairfield’? 3; ‘‘Marygold 4th’’ 5;

Jos. Sanborn, Sabattis, has a fine lot of an- 
imals. We are unable to specify this herd as 
we did not meet Mr. Sanborn. 

Chas. Shaw, Dexter, had his fine stock pres- 
ent whic added much to the display and drew 
considerable attention. 

Jerseys. The Jerseys noted for their dairy 
qualities, seem to be great favorites in Maine, 
judging from the great numbers present at this 
Fair, and also the generous sprinkling at all 
our local and County Fairs. Gen. W. 8. Til- 
ton exhibits nineteen head; N. R. Boutelle, 
Waterville, led off next in point of numbers, 
exhibiting seventeen animals. Bull ‘Tam 
O’Shanter”’ three years old, bred by Thomas 
Motley, Jamaica Plains, Mass., a fine animal 
showing the excellent points of blood. Among 
t'iese was ‘“‘Maud’’ a cow twelve years old, 
imported from England by F. Bowditch, Fram- 
ingham, Mass. ‘Took first prize in her Parish 
when three years old. 

Some fine animals were shown by Military 
Asylum Superintendent, Chelsea. 

Gen. W.S. Tilton, Augusta, presented some 
very fine animals, whose points were hard to 
better. Want of space compels us to be brief 
with this deserving breed of animals. There 
were other herds and specimens we would 
gladly notice if possible. 

The Herefords came in for a large share of 
attention. Large, fine, clean, of ample bulk 
and breadth, zood for the dairy, labor, or beef, 
they are a deserving branch of the Shorthorn 
family. 

H.C. Burleigh of Fairfield, exhibited six- 
teen head. G. & G. Underwood of Fayette, 
twenty-two; Geo. E. Shores, Waterville, 
twelve. N. & G. W. Smith of Solon; exhib- 
ited a bull hard to be beaten. D. K. & J. W. 
Wentworth, 4 head, viz: bull, ‘Duke of Cas- 
tlehar’’ 3 years old; heifer, ‘‘Nectoll 6th’’ 2 
yeas old; ‘‘Nectoll 7th” calf 9 mohths old; 
‘‘Duchess of Somerset;’? Mr. Burleigh’s bull 
‘*Compten Ladd’’ hasa wide reputation as one 
ot the best specimens of the breed. He is too 
well known,as also are the herds of Mr. Shores 
and Messrs. Underwood, to need specification 
here. These gentlemen exhibit their stock at 
all our State Fairs, and very often at the New 
England Fairs, and are well known to very 
many of our local Fairs. 

Ayrshires. This family was not very well 
represented. Only one or two herds being 
present, and some few single animals. Frank 
Buck of Orland, presented five head; bull, 2 
years old, 3 cows and 1 yearling heifer. A 
fine representation. 

Thomas Hersey,*Bangor, one heifer. As a 
dairy breed our Connecticut and Massachusetts 
friends prefer Ayrshires. Perhaps as a butter 
breed the Jerseys surpass them as a whole, 
but they are not as good for both butter and 
cheese as the Ayrshires. We hope to see a 
large increase of this kind of stock in our 
State now that cheese-factories and associated 
dairies are an establishe ! thing. 

Dutch or Holstein. This stock is working 
its way into notice and importance in this 
State. Gen. W.S. Tilton, Augusta, exhibit- 
ed two bulls and two cows, a good lot showing 
the points of the breed. Their sharp 
contrasts of~color—black and white—adds 
grateful variety to the sombre hued Jerseys 
and varied shades of Durham, Ayrshires and 


T. J. Chase of Orrington has also a fine 
herd of pure bloods of the Dutch persuasion. 
We did not see M. E. Rice’s herd on the grounds. 


Grades.—This class of stock was very full 
and complete, as every observer will testify. 
We took full and minute notes of this class, 
but the limits of our report will prohibit any- 
thing like the full descfiption we had intended. 
Geo. D. Stockwell, East Eddington, presented 
two cows and one heifer—fine animals. Chas. 
Shaw, Dexter, one cow and two heifers. C. 
Butman, Plymouth, one cow, one heifer anda 
ealf. Col. Hersey, Lincoln, herd grade Dutch 
stock, particularly noticeable for size, quality 
and condition. The Colonel is an enthusiastic 
believer in Grade Dutch stock. Who says he 
isn’t right? John Morrison, Corinth, four 
cows, five calves and four heifers. G. M. 
Stevens, Stevens Plains, Deering, one cow, one 
heifer and one bull—Grade Hereford and Dur- 
ham, pure cross. Others, ‘‘too numerous to 
mention,’’ made a fine show, with grades of all 
bloods, except Devons. We saw no grades or 
full bloods of this breed. 


Working Ozen.—In this department were 
some noble specimens of the ox tribe. Huge 
muscular giants, whose :trength is so useful 
on the farm, in the forest and the quarry. 
Nat. Shaw of Belfast, John Morrison of Cor- 
rinth, Ged. E. Shores of Waterville and W. 
M. Stone ot Hampden were exhibitors of oxen. 

Chas. Shaw of Dexter, Col. Hersey of Lin- 
coln, J. P. Putnam of Winthrop, N. R. Wel- 
lington of Albion, H. C. Burleigh and others 
showed finely in the steer department. 

Fat Cattle.—Those who are ‘‘beef-eaters”’ 
might have feasted their eyes upon the goodly 
display in this department. Reference to our 
premium lists is the best comment we can 
make. 

Sheep.—The show in this department we 
rather pass in silence. If the State can make 
no better show than this, we think it is poorly 
off. Gen. W.S. Tilton of Augusta presented 
six ewe lambs, six grade Cotswolds, six Cots- 
wolds, and one Cotswold buck. W. W. Boise, 
Hudson, thirteen Merinos. Geo. 8S. Stock- 
well, East Eddington, two Cotswold bucks. E. 
Maxham, Waterville, flock of good Merinos. 
Geo. E. Shores, Waterville, three Merinos 
and one Cotswold. Hebron Luce, Bangor; 
thirty South Downs—a very nice flock. 


Swine.—G. D. Stockwell, East Eddington, 
one Chester boar and six Chester pigs. N.R 
Boutelle, Waterville, sow, ‘‘Diana Crow,’’ 2 
years oid ; six sucking pigs, Essex breed. J. 
R. Farrrington, State Ag. College Farm, Orono, 
Chester boar, 1 year old. A.C. Hardy, Ban- 
gor, sow and pigs—Berkshire breed; Chester 
boar and Berkshire boar. 5S. W. Whitney, 
Bangor, White Chester boar, 54 months old. 
Aibert Hall, Hermon, one good hog. 


Poultry.—Of this there was but a small 
show. Albert Noyes had eleven coops of va-i- 
ous breeds, headed by an elegant pagoda coop 
of Buff Cochins. An editorial in a former 
issue of the Farmer fully described Mr. Noyes’ 
poultry-yards and breeds. We will only add 
here that those shown were fine specimens 
trom his flocks. A. Carter, Hampden, several 
coops, embracing white Leghorn, Golden Span- 
gled Hamburgs, White and Brown Leghorns, 
Plymouth Rocks, Silver Spangled Hamburgs 
and Grey Dorking. Wm. Robinson, Bangor, 
one coop half-blood wild geese. E. P. Furgu- 
son, Bangor, Rouen Ducks and Malard Ducks. 
J. M. Moore, Brewer, Golden Seabrights. Otis 
S. Carter, Etna, Leghorns. A. P. Sawyer, 
Hampden, Black Cochins, Houdans, Grey 
Dorkings, White and Brown Leghorns. Our 
poultry farmers are doing a good work by in- 
troducing and disseminating new breeds, also 
propagating old and tried ones. They bring 
them before the public yearly at our fairs, and 
thus keep up our interest in this profitable 
branch of agriculture. . 


Horses. This department was so full and 
complete, that it needs no particular description 
here.’ In all its grades the best blood put in an 
appearance. From the trotter to the draft 
borse, the fall grown to the suckling, they 
were well represented. Knox, Morgan, Messen- 
ger and Drew; mare, stallion, gelding. We 
noticed two fine colts; a yearling and a sucker, 
owned by John A. Colby of Fairfield, by Gil- 
breth Knox out of a thorough bred mare. Two 
mules brought from Kentucky by D. A. Gar- 
land of Carmel, who has also brought ona 
jack and proposes breeding mules for labor in 
Maine, having become satisfied of their great 
superiorty over horses for labor, especially on 
farms and for heavy teaming. The weight of 
this animal was 800 pounds. 

The individualizing of the very many horses 
shown, would exzeedethe limits of this report. 
We can well say Maine fully sustains herself 
in the horse interest and rank she has attained, 
if we may judge by the specimens here pre- 
sented. 

The Races. 

The 2:40 race, which was unfinished the 
previous afternoon, when three heats were 
trotted, (two won by Gentle Annie and one by 
Red Jacket,) was resumed. Four more heats 
were trotted, King William winning the first 
and third, Billy Bumpus the second, and Gen- 
tle Annie the fourth, which gave her three 
heats in the race. She trotted under protest, 
however.

Opened by Z. A. Gilbert of Turner, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Agriculture. Mr. Gil- 
bert referred to the deterioration of our pas- 
tures. We must resort to soiling in part at 
least. Pastures must be improved, but mean- 
while our streets must not starve. Soiling 
means growing green feed, to be fed at the 
barn. Dr. Loring says he allows only his 
work horses to be fed on dry feed so long as he 
can obtain green feed. What shall we grow? 
Corn is king. Corn as a grain is king of 
grains, so as a soiling crop is king of soiling 
crops. But is this really so? Does it make 
the cows give milk or the steers grow? Many 
allow it is of no value. Geo. Warring who 
owns a herd of Jerseys at Ogden Farm and 
makes ‘‘gilt edged butter,’’ says the flush of 
feed comes with him in September, when the 
fodder corn is plenty. Chemical analysis and 
actual nutrial value aretwo different things. 
In experience of his own knows fodder corn is 
of practical and apparent value. Had a heifer 
who gave ten pounds of milk while in short 
pasture with a feed of hay and meal; after 
feeding fodder corn in place of hay and meal, 
gave one-half pound increase of milk. 

‘*What I know about fodder corn,’’ as re- 
gards growing, is that they who plant on poor 
land, lose their labor. Good crops or none in 
this line are desirable. It will loose sixty-sev- 
en percent. by drying. Never less than twelve 
tons per acre should be grown; from fifteen to 
twenty are about the figures. Fodder corn 
should be well along toward earing before us- 
ing. Should be sown thin and allowed to tas- 
seland mature. From two to three bushel 
seed per acre is sufficient, It is better to sow 
in drills on manure, than to sow breadcast. 

How much shall we plant? We would an- 
swer, only sufficient for autumn use, on ac- 
count of difficulty in curing it, many spoil it 
in ineffectual attempt to eure it. Cure as 
much as possible under cover. Nutriment is 
preserved much better. Would plant West- 
ern corn in preference to sweet corn, on ac- 
count of larger amount of forage produced. 
Stowell’s late Evergreen sweetcorn is coming 
into quite extensive use for soiling with many 
farmers. 

Does not claim that fodder corn is the best 
forage crop grown, but believes it the most 
available. 

Summary—Fodder corn is valuable. 
no more than can be eaten green. 

Should not be cut till in blossom. 

Feed while green or cure it so to sive all the 
value of its nutriment.

Owing to unfavorable circumstances, the 
President’s Address was not delivered on the 
grounds, but at the Court House on Wednes- 
day evening: 

President Wasson’s Address, 

This Society on its Tenth Annual State Ex- 
hibition, for the encouragement of Agricultur- 
aland Mechanical Industry, opening to-day, 
has no reason to doubt either the propriety of 
its coming together or the wisdom of those who 
organized these festival assemblings, which 
serve to stimulate into greater activity the 
farming interests of the State, and upon which 
all classes of society depend for their pros- 

rity. 

Notwithstanding the progress of the Society 
under whose auspices we meet, may, at times, 
have been impeded by ¢liberal leyisiation, or 
beclouded by casualties, yet, its course has 
been steady and onward ; each succeeding Ex- 
hibition, giving it a character of greater prom- 
inence and importance. 

To bridge over that disastrous “break down”’ 
at Augusta in 1870, made such inroads on the 
assets as compelled the Treasurer to pay the 
premiums ata pro rata reduction ot 30 per 
cent. Aside from the ‘‘free-will offering’’ of 
the locality where the Exhibition is made, the 
Society’s only source of revenue is the admis- 
sion-fee, the fifty cents entrance money paid at 
the gates, with which, cost of fixtures, pre- 
miums and incidental expenses are met. Since 
the holding of the State Fair in this city in 
1857, the price of lumber and labor has more 
than doubied, which has correspondingly en- 
hanced the cost of preparation. Reference to 
my memoranda shows, the expenditure for ‘*fit- 
ting up”’ ore es = +n be $10,000 ; 
adding to this $6,000 to id in premiums 
will give the sum of $16,000 as the ; 
outlay for the present Exhibition. 
sources so uncertain, while the present 
ious legislation continues to withhold State aid, 
or stipend, even with the most prudential man- 
agement, there can be no great width of margin

and predatory insects are over, when we can 
relax from the heavy toils and cares which 
seed-time and harvest have laid upon us, and 
give scope to mirth and satisfaction in regard- 
ing our triumphs over the soil, and learn new 
lessons to befit us for ter achievments in 
the grand old Art—the of the industrial 
column. 

The Art of Agriculture cannot be moored 
immovable in the passing current. It must 
forward in the tid>,or go backward in the 
‘‘eddy.’’ One of the chief values of these an- 
nual State Fairs is, to point out which of these 
ways our farming is going, and which of the 
branches of our mixed husbandry droop and 
wane, and which push the higher up the érellis 
of practical value. 

Prose who have been close observers at these 
shows, have not failed to see the changes which 
are going on; some, more slowly, others, as if 
by magic, as in the cattle stalls, where, but a 
few years since a thoroughbred would have been 
a rava-avis, or in ‘*Class Horses,’’ which 
from a puny scion, has grown to a towering 
interest. At the first Maine State Exhibition 
held in 1855, the ‘*best time,’’ on the track 
was ‘2:56 ;”’ and at the Rhode Island Horse 
Show, the same year, but 2:48, thirty-nine and 
one quarter seconds Too 8Low in these exciting 
days in the annals of racing. So the ‘*Olass 
Poultry’’ which in the infantile days of the 
Society was hardly recognized as of sufficient 
importance to incite competition by the offer of 
premiums, has become a prominent feature in 
the Show, and a leading interest in the hus- 
bandry of Maine. i ! 

A few years since—for the display of Fruit, 
bat limited table space was asked, or needed, 
whereas, now, no product seeks, or demands 
more room,and in no Class is there a livelier,or 
more closely contested competition ; while the 
exhibition in the Class of Cereal Products has 
been, and is depreciating in quantity, and it is 
alleged, in quality also. 

e annual Exhibitions, thus seen, become 
a sort of yearly profile, whereupon are sketch- 
ed the various changes of the year, wrought 
out by steam intercommunications, cheapened 
transportation, new competitions, and other 
agencies, which are in active operation, and 
which make our system of mixed husbandry 
successful and profitable, in one direction, and 
inappropriate, or a failure, in another, thus 
showing, how the farmer may govern his prac- 
tice and not be dissappointed in his expectations. 

Gentlemen: Need I remind you, taat the 
opening of the new lines of railroad, the ad- 
vance in the price of labor, efficient imple- 
ments, and machinery for sare the la- 
bors of the farmer, are instrumentalities af- 
fecting the present and prospective economies 
of furm er which must be studied 
and observed, would we give them their most 
potent influence to produce for us the best re- 
sults. 

As you witness the exhibition in its compo- 
nent part and see in the samples of the herds 
and flocks, farm, gardens and orchard, mechan- 
ical and handiwork products, what an intelli- 
gent cultivation of brain and soi! have achieved, 
may it prompt us to 50 harmonize our system 
of farming with the incoming surroundings, 
as to lay the foundations for abundant and per- 
petual harvests, and to read the unfolding 
pages of the book of ‘Rural Life,”’ which has 
no ending, wherein the loftiest genius finds in- 
formation and the highest intellect comes to 
learn that your labor may be more perfect and 
more productive. ' 

That farming, as a business, has greatly 
changed within the last score of years is ap- 
parent. Not only does its successtul prosecu- 
tion require thought, labor, and capital, but 
close geographical observation, and keen per- 
ception, to avoid collision with incoming com- 

tition, where our system of farming would 
ne ‘*distanced in the race,’ but to project new 
furrows which shall mark the way to the cul- 
tivation of products, for which our surround- 
ings, our soil and our climate, stand Sponsor. 

The agriculture of Maine, seems to be ina 
transition state, and he is the successful tarm- 
er who from these exhibitions can elicit indica- 
tive tests of the passage that agriculture is 
taking. 

To be more explicit: 

With the existing system of ‘‘making hay’’ 
we cannot grow beef to profit. ‘ 

It costs more to grow our bread, than it 
does to buy it. 

Imported wools control the market, because 
it can undersell in price.

Near noon most 
of the horses and stock on the grounds, were 
brought out and moved in procession around 
the track, making one of the finest features of 
the exhibition, and drawing forth rounds of 
app'ause from the admiring spectators of this 
triumphal parade. 

In the afternoon at 2 o’clock the matched 
horses were exhibited on the track. Several 
very handsome pairs were shown; and the fom- 
mittee awarded the first prize to Gideon Welles 
of Clinton fora pair of gray five year olds; the 
the second to Merrill Lee of Augusta for a pair 
of black (Knox) four-year olds.

The table next to the 
flowers is occupied by the specimen: of or- 
chard products. The priggipal displays made 
of fruit are by Harry J. Uhapman of Orring- 
ton, who exhibits ninety-eight varieties of ap- 
ples and Joseph Taylor of Belgrade who exhi- 
bits thirty varieties and received the first pre- 
mium for the best collection. Albert Noyes 
had twenty-five varieties; Otis L. Carter of 
Etna had thirty, and for the best twenty vari- 
eties received the first premium, the second be- 
ing awarded to S. C. Harlow. W.T. Robin- 
son of Orrington, OC. O. Brown of Etna, and 
William H. Place of Charlestown, each showed 
twenty varieties. For the best ten varieties 
the first premium was given to Harry J. Chap- 
man, #nd the second to Albert Noyes. The 
varieties of pears were not on so extensive a 
scale, but were quite good displays. Albert 
Noyes exhibited twenty varieties and took the 
first premium for the best fifteen verieties, the 
second being awarded to Dr. J.C. Weston, 
who had seventeen varieties on exhibition. 
Albert Emerson was awarded the first premi- 
um for the best collection. Henry McLaugh- 
lin was given the first and E. Low the second 
premium for the best six varietiés. Albert 
Emerson exhibited six varieties of plums and 
got the first premium for best collection, and 
E. Lord the second. On the best four varie- 
ties John Lowell was awarded the premium, 
and on best dish Albert Emerson and E. Low 
got premiums. On grapes grown out of doors, 
Henry McLaughlin showed nine varicties and 
got the first premium; the second was given to 
Calvin Chamberlain, who exhibited twelve va- 
rieties. For grapes grown under glass, Dr. J. 
C. Weston got the first prize and M. Schwartz 
the second. J. H. Hayes got the first premi- 
um on cranberries, and S. Dill of Philip the 
second. There were two plates of very fine 
peaches, exhibited by H. K. Lufkin of Deers 
Isle, and W. H. Dole of Orringtom. The 
sewing machine department is represented by 
most of the popular machines now in use. 

The exhibition of oil paintings,and crayon 
drawings were on a par with the usual display 
of such things at our State Fairs, hardly worthy 
of notice. 

The display of worsted work was excellent, 
and among the many which attract the atten- 
tion of spectators are several beautiful pic- 
tures by Mrs. A. W. Daggett, two elegant 
wreaths by Mrs. J. M. Rich, anda Holden 
lady, and several pieces executed by Mrs. B.

Norombega Hall. 


This hall was devoted to the exhibition of 
manufactured articles, small machinery, dry 
goods, silver ware and fancy articles. There 
were a large number of musical instruments 
on the raised platform in the rear part of the 
hall. Bangor makes the greatest display in 
nearly every line, and does itself great credit. 
From the galleries, shawls and other articles 
too numerous to mention are suspended, and 
in front over the entrance is suspended the 
‘shell’? Toothpick, which attracts considera- 
ble attention. 

The hall was filled during the entire Fair by 
a large crowd of people, and the exhibition 
seemed satisfactory to ail. 

Messrs. Thomas Hersey & Co. use an entire 
table upon which they exhibit a large assort- 
ment of boots, shoes and moccasins. 

R. M. Mansur of Augusta, exhibits Ryer- 
son’s Metallic Heel for boots and shoes—an 
excellent article, which we think will come in- 
to general use. 

M. Schwartz occupies one table, by a case 
in which is a fine assortment of chisels, pocket 
cutlery, scissors, plated ware, etc. 

The first table on the left as one enters the 
room, is occupied by a fine assortment of car- 
pets and oil cloths exhibited by A. H. Roberts 
& Son; loaves of bread made by Mrs. C. E. 
and S. D. Farrington of Brewer, Miss Annie 
Cony of Bangor, Mrs. C. P. Roderts of Ban- 
gor, Mrs. T. D. McMahon of Eddington, and 
Miss Nellie Whitten of Orono; several boxes 
of salt by Morse & Co.; Hathorne’s American 
Spinner, shown by the proprietor, J. W. Al- 
len; Hatch’s Spinner, shown by W. P. Hatch, 
of Lincoln County; and several samples of 
home made pickles, catsups, etc. 


The second table is occupied solely by an ex- 
tensive and elegant display of woolen fabrics 
and shawls manufactured at the Sebasticook 
Woolen Mills at Hurtland. ‘There is also sus- 
pended from the gallery over this table a 
splendid assortment of shawls from the same 
factory. 

The third table has a model of Sweetland’s 
refrigerator, shown by F. A. McLaughlin of 
Bangor; a camp chair by Mrs. B. Johnson of 
Bangor; a cage of canaries by Mrs. A. H. Par- 
ker, and a variety of articles of home- manufac- 
ture. 

On the fourth table W. H. Adams displays 
a fine assortment of teas, coffees and spices. 
On the fifth table there is a nice rag carpet 
made by a lady seventy-five years old, anda 
case of embroidered flannel. 


The space between the front of the stage and 
the tables is occupied by elegant parlor and 
chamber sets, lounges, chairs, etc., exhibited 
by Messrs. G. W. Merrill, Dole Bros. and W. 
S. Townsend & Co. At the left of the stage is 
a Gordon printing press, shown by S. S. Smith 
& Son, and a fine four-horse power engine. 
The stage is occupied by pianos, organs, etc., 
exhibited by Messrs. Patten & Wheelden, F. 
S. Davenport, and R. M. Mansur of Augusta, 
and a black walnut casket manufactured by C. 
H. Tebbetts and Co. The display of circular 
and cross-cut saws from the manufactories of 
M. Schwartz and Kimball & Sanford, attracted 
much attention. 

The space at the right of the stage was oc- 
cupied by a table containing specimens of 
priming by S. S. Smith & Son, anda patent 
window sash with adjuster and lock. 


The table on the right next to the stage has 
two cases containing specimens of work done 
on the Keystone sewing machines entered by 
G. F. Danforth, agent, and a splendid buggy 
harness manufactured at the State Prison. 
Jonathan Bachelder displays on the next, a 
fine lot of single and double buggy harnesses, 
collars, ete., and Edward Jordan exhibits a 
splendid gold mounted harness. 

On the next table Messrs. Thos. Jenness & 
Son have a case of cutlery comprising all kinds 
in use, and make a display unequalled by any 
other of the kind on exhibition. They also 
have four jars of Salem lead, one of blue, one 
corroded, one dry ground and one ground in 
oil. On the same table there is also a fine as-

exhibit on the next table a case of scythes and 
hay knives. 

The next table contains a handsome display 
of merchandise contributed by some of the mer- 
chants of Bangor. 

The Hinckley & Egery Iron Company exhib- 
ita twenty horse-power engine, from which 
power is furnished to Mayhew’s and Close’s 
shingle machines, which are in operation. 
This engine has Howard's improved piston- 
head, which is considered the best in use. It 
is so constructed that the piston-rod, by means 
of a set screw, where the follower was once 
used, keeps the piston in the centre of the cyl- 
inder,.thereby obviating the wear in the bot- 
tom of the cylinder. The Mayhew shingle 
machine is what is called a rotary machine, 
sawing from four bolts, and is claimed by the 
inventors to be the fastest machine in use. 
The Close machine is known as an “up and 
down machine,’’ and the inventor claims that 
with his jointer, which is attached, it will saw 
and joint as many shingles as any now in use. 
Davis’ patent clapboard machine is on exhibi- 
tion, and by means of knives attached to the 
saw arbor, does away with a ‘‘sapper,’’ sav- 
ing a large amount of mill space. A Bangor 
bark mill, used by tanners for grinding bark, 
a Ball’s bolting machine, for splitting and saw- 
ing bolts for shingle machines, together with 
specimens of the Herrin, Close and square-dish 
water wheels, all manufactured at their works, 
complete their exhibition on the main floor. 

Beneath the hall, Mr. A- Noyes exhibits a 
lot of stoves of various kiads, tin ware, fur 
naces, etc., from his store on Central street, 
and Wood, Bishop & Co. display specimens of 
all the thousands of articles of iron and tin 
manufactured by them. 

The Muzzy Iron Company have on exhibi- 
tion one of Muzzy’s patent horizontal shingle 
machines, which is claimed to be more perfect 
in its operation than any in use; it is finely 
finished and reflects much credit on their work- 
men. It is not in operation in the hall. The 
Company also exhibit three different sizes of 
Cameron’s steam pumps, a Chandler’s rotary 
pump, a Judson governor, and a model of An- 
derson’s patent muley, which they consider 
the best in use. A fine display of eagine and 
piping fixmgs, an improved chimney cap, 
seven foot and a three and a half foot turbine 
water wheel, complete their exhibition. 

J. W. Strange displays an elegantly finished 
four-horse power engine in full working order, 
driving a smai/l Gordon printing press.” The 
engine isan improvement over the common 
stationary, doing away with the eccentric by 
means of a rotary valve, worked by a pinion 
on the crank shaft, which mashes into another 
on the valve-rod. 

T. N. Chapman exhibits a saw-filing and 
gumming machine, manufactured by him. 

The Hinckley and Egery Iron Company ex- 
hibit on their table in the hall specimens of 
their work, consisting of laps, ratchets and 
models of various kinds, with all the necessary 
fittings for engine and piping purposes, to- 
gether with a piston and rod, showing How- 
ard’s improved piston-head. 

EVENING. 
Farmers’ Meeting. 

Discussion opened upon the topic, ence Tax 
and Fence Laws, by the President of the Soci- 
ety, Hon. Samuel Wasson of Surry. 

The idea of self protection is innate in men. 
We become inured to fencing as we become 
inured ty fashion. Plenty of material induced 
plenty of fences in the past. The tax imposed 
by fencing is en>zmous, costs more in the 
United States than the houses; more than the 
foreign and inlant shipping. The cost is 
twice as great per ccre in our country as the 
State and local taxes. The time is near at 
hand when timber and fencing cannot be had 
in the older sections. Forest culture should 
be encouraged to supply our wants in fuel and 
fencing, as well as building. The idea has 
been that fences were made to shut cattle out 
and not in, as should be the case. The road 
and interior fences are the causes that render 
farming unprofitable and irksome. The State 
must maintain 87,000 miles of fenging to fence 
out cattle from public ways. 


Impounding animals has its shadows and 
disadvantages; is unsafe and unsound. Own- 
ers of adjacent lands are required to maintain 
one-half of the division fence. The law pro- 
vides that any one injured by cattle of oth- 
ers may recover damages on an action of 
tresspass. But this proceeding is often at- 
tended with difficulties like all actions passing 
through our courts. There are too many im- 
perfections that attend our fence law. We tax 
our tarms with five times too many fences. 
From two to three hundred dollars to each 
farmer is the tax our fences impose upon them. 
Way not make laws suited to our wants and 
necessities. 

Gov. Perham has often thought we had too 
many fences. Sees no utility in road fences 
where farms do not border upon the roads. 
Believes in fencing in instead of out. Every 
man should fence to keep his own cattle. Is 
glad that the attention of the farmers is called 
to this important topic. Hopes law wili be 
made better suited to our wants than that we 
have at present. 

Mr Dickerman of the Springfield Republi- 
can believes farmers should settle this for 
themselves. The old custom of fencing in 
small fields should be abolished. A great 
amount of land is taken up by these useless 
fences. The heaviest tax upon the community 
is this fence tax. In the west the farms are 
not fenced to any great extent. In Germany 
but few fences are found compared with ours. 
President Allen, State Ag. College, spoke of 
road fences causing expense in breaking roads 
in winter. Where no road fences are used 
land is available for agricultural purposes, 
even to the traveled portion. This gives a 
great saving. Lands of Agricultural College 
are not fenced upon road. Finds no difficulty 
regarding tresspass from neighbors’ cattle. 
Has more trouble from their own. 


Mr. Chamberlain of Foxcrott.—attention 
has been called to this subject frequently of 
late, by many progressive agriculturists. 
Thinks road fences a nuisance, and should be 
abated. 
Col. Hersey of Lincoln.—Road fences are 
necessary to keep droves of cattle in the road 
when driven from one part of the country to 
the other. Lives in a section where large 
droves pass frequently. Rocks must be put 
somewhere when picked up from the fields— 
where better than in a wallfence. [Put them 
in drains.—Reporter.} 
J. R. Farrington, Supt. of College Farm, 
Orono, thinks the subject an important one. 
Regards road fences as a nuisance. Time was 
when every road had to be fenced. The farm 
that had good road fences was regarded with 
pride and pleasure. Causes are working to 
abolish road fences. Scarcity of material, high 
price of labor, and uselessness are the chief 
causes. It is annoying to have cattle trespass- 
ing. Farmers must consult their own inter- 
est. Fenceson the road harbor weeds and 
bushes. No fences on highway permit a shay- 
en sod to the carriage way. Farms look bet- 
ter with no road tences. Finds no need of 
them on the college farm. Our road fences 
are @ needless expense, and a nuisance. 
Mr. Edward Sweetser, Corinth.—Trying to 
get along without fences is attended with diffi- 
culties. Has tried the experiment, and does 
not think it pays. Knows their advantages 
and disadvantages. . 
Mr. J. F. Whitney, Maxfield, one year in 
New Hampshire had experience of breaking 
roads caused by road fences; in a town of 300 
inhabitants $900 were expended one winter in 
breaking roads. Has abolished his road fences 
and finds it pays. Indorses the doing away 
with road fences as expressed by the majority 
who have spoken. Thinks our laws need 
' changing regarding fences and trespassing cat- 
tle 


President Wasson spoke of the fine flower 
this hall and the Fair ground, 

mmprotected by road fences. Cedar 

rails in his section used to be purchased for 





six dollars per hundred; now an inferior arti- 
cle costs from twelve to eighteen dollars per 
hundred. The cost is already beyond the 
reach of many farmers. 
Adjourned. 

Fripay, Sept. 20th.

On the whole it was 
unfortunate, uncalled for, unenjoyable, un- 
helpable—nobody to blame. 

At the halls things were more enjoyable. 
The day passed off nicely, with crowds of vis- 
itors. The superintendents and assistants in- 
wardly thanked their stars that their lines had 
fallen to them in these pleasant places, and 
not out at the park. .

Where the farm products are exhibited, will 
be a good place to spend part of to-day. The 
State Farm at Orcno makes the largest and 
best display of farm products. J. R. Farring- 
ton, the worthy Superintendent, enters 46 va- 
rieties of potatoes, 7 of tomatoes, 6 of cab- 
bage, several varieties of turnips, beets, car- 
rots, melons and squashes.

And thus havios glanced hurriedly at some 
ot the leading features of the exhibition we 
close our report. In the compass of one issue 
we cannot do justice to all articles on exhibi- 
tion, but hope in our next to be able to pub- 
lish the premium lists in full, corrected by the 
trustees, with such commendatory mention of 
meritorious articles as were examined by the 
various committees. Notwithstanding the un- 
favorable weather, the fair cannot be regarded 
as otherwise than a success. The total receipts 
were about $13,500, and it is estimated that 
the expenses of the fair above the receipts will 
be from $8000 to $10,000. Had good weath- 
er occurred during the last two days of the 
Exhibition the receipts would have been from 
ten to twelve thousand dollars in advance of 
what they were. Sympathizing with the man- 
agers of tue Society in their discouregment, 
many of the exhibitors have relinquished all 
hold upon premiums awarded them; prominent 
gentlemen have signified their willingness to 
aid in a subscription to help make up the defi- 
cit, and some who have bills against the Soci- 
ety have made a liberal discount upon them. 
Among the exhibitors who have donated their 
premiums to the Society are Gen. W. S. Tilton 
and E. L. Norcross of this city, Dr. S. H. 
Tewksbury of Portland, John Morrison, Esq., 
of Corinth, and Hebron Luce, Esq., of Ban- 
gor to whom were awarded large sums, and 
many others to whom smaller amounts were 
awarded. 
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TEMPERANCE CONVENTION. A mass econven- 


tion of delegates from the Reform Clubs, and 
the friends of temperance generally commenced 
a two days’s session in Portland, Tuesday. 
Delegations were present from different parts 
of the State and from New Hampshire, Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island. 

J.K. Osgood Esq., of Gardiner, called the 
meeting to order and introduced Governor Per- 
ham as the presidiug officer. The Governor 
made a brief speech in which he stated that 
it was no crossfor him to preside in a temper- 
ance convention as he had always been a prac- 
tical temp2rance man, and for thirty years, 
with what power God had given him, he had 
labored: in the cause. 

Mayor Kingsbury, in a neat speech, extend- 
ed to the convention the official welcome ot the 
city. Rev. 0. M. Cousens of Hallowell, was 
chosen Secretary. Remarks were made by 
Gen. F. S. Nickerson, Francis Murphy, Gov. 
Perham, Hon. Nelson Dingley, Major Brown, 
of the Lawrence Reform Club, J. H. Kent, of 
Portsmouth, & others. 

The convention assembled on Wednesday 
morning for business, and C. P. Kimball, Esq., 
presided. A public meeting was held in the 
afternoon and evening at which there was ex- 
cellent speaking. The meeting will do much 
good. 

Tue Maine Law nor a Fatturs. Neal Dow 
writes to the London Times denying the state- 
ments made in the House of Commons during 
the debate on Sir Wilfrid Lawson’s Permissive 
bill, that the Maine law had entirely failed in 
repressing the traffic in strong drinks, and in di- 
minishing poverty, pauperism and crime. To 
prove that the policy of prohibition has not 
been a failure in Maine he encloses certificates 
signed by the Governor and Executive Council 
of the State, showing that its effect has been 
most marked and salutary—pover'y, pauper- 
ism and <rime having been vastly diminshed. 
In many parts of Maine the liquor traffic has 
absolutely ceased to exist, while wherever it 
exists at all it has to be carried on secretly and 
with caution as an unlawful thing. J. G. 
Blaine. H. Hamlin, W. P. Frye, and Lot M. 
Morrill bear. similar testimony, and express 
their conviction that for no consideration would 
the people of the State again sanction the pub- 
lie sale of liquor.

The Carnival of Crime. 

The fearful increase of capital crimes is a 
subject which must have attracted the atten- 
tion of every intelligent reader of the public 
journals, and is of so alarming a character as 
to excite the deepest concern. We can hardly 
take up a newspaper without finding the sick- 
ening details of some horrid murder, and fre- 
quently of three or four committed on thé 
same day, in different parts of the country. 

We know that the facilities for the speedy 
transmission of news from different points, 
through the medium of the telegraph and the 
associated press, are daily approaching nearer 
to perfection, but after making due allowance 
for all these, there can be no doubt that terri- 
ble murders have of late been unusually preva- 
lent. The cause of this carnival of crime and 
the most judicious means for preventing it, is 
a matter in which the whole community is 
deeply interested. ® 

It is not fair, as is frequently done, to at- 
tribute the increase of crime to the so calied 
‘*sickly sentimentalism’’ upon the subject of 
capital punishment, for murders are quite as 
common, and even more so, in States where 
the death penalty still exists, as they are in 
those where hanging has been changed to life 
imprisonment. In the great city of Chicago, 
the frequency of crime, including murders, 
has become so great, and so powerless are the 
courts and the city authorities to prevent it, 
that a citizen’s committee has been appointed 
to aid the ministers of the law in ceusing the 
arrest and bringing to prompt trial and pun- 
ishment every one found in the commission of 
crime. In the larger cities in California the 
authorities are at their wit’s end for means to 
prevent the crime of murder. In view of the 
prevalence of recklessness and crime among 
the young’ men of San Francisco, the 
Grand Jury have devoted a considerable part 
of a recent report to impressing upon parents 
the duty of restraining their boys from fre- 
quenting the public saloons of that city. 

In many places on the border, where Judge 
Lynch was dethroned several years ago, and 
civil courts succeeded, the reign of violence 
has recently reached su ch a point that we not 
unfrequently hear of cases where respectable 
citizens aid in lynching a murderer before his 
victim is hardly cold. There may be an excuse 
for this summary mode of procedure in unset- 
tled communities where there are no courts, 
but it is a dangerous practice, and should nev- 
er be resorted to except in cascs where th 
safety of the community absolutely demands it. 
Crime sometimes seems to come in waves and 
to ebb and flow, and certain philosophers have 
endeavored to show that their movements are 
governed by fixed laws. If we believed in this 
theory, we certainly should think we were 
now at the flood, but we can regard such no- 
tions, at the best, as visionary and chimerical. 

One of the great means to be used for the 
prevention of crime, is the mental and moral 
training of the young, and to this end we be- 
lieve that compulsory attendance at school 
should be established by law in every State in 
the union, or if need be, by a law of Con 
gress. We also believe that some changes 
may be wrought in our criminal code which 
would render it more efficient and more prac- 
tical. , 

We believe that law which debarsa man 
from serving ona jury in capital cases, who 
reads the newspapers, to be not only absurd 
but a great hinirance to the administration of 
strict justice. It practically debars every in- 
telligent man from serving as a juror, and 
places the question of guilt of parties ac- 
cused of crime into the hands of a set of ig- 
noramuses whose chief qualities of mind are 
predjudice and caprice. It makes trial by jury 
amere burlesque. In the case of Mrs. Fair 
who is now on trial in San Francisco, for the 
murder of her husband, the court spent near- 
ly two weeks in impanneling a jury. Over 
nine hundred persons were drawn and chal- 
longed to get a jury of twelve men, and the 
only disqualification with nine-tenths of them 
was, that they had read the particulars of the 
crime in the papers. 

One State has already repealed this absurd 
law, and we hope that others will follow. Let 
intelligent men be allowed to act as jurors, 
and we may exp2ct in most cases, an intelli- 
gent verdict. 

Another defect not so much in the system 
as in the practice, is, that where they can pre- 
vent it, our best men will not allow their 
names to be put into the jury box. We know 
it is a sacrifice for business men to attend 
court and act as jurors, especially with the 
meagre compensation which onr laws allow, 
but it is a sacrifice for the publie good, and as 
such, becomes a duty. We think it is the 
okaracter of the men who serve, rather than 
the system itself, which is manifestly bringing 
trial by jury into disrepute.

gaMrs. Betsey Crooker, an inmate of the 
Insane Hospital is ninety-six years of age. 
Her maiden name was Packard and her father 
was a soldier in the Continental army. Dur- 
ing the winter of 1776 his wife visited him, 
and Betsey was born in the revolutionary 
camp. Her father subsequently moved to 
Maine and settled in Oxford county. Betsey 
was married to Charles Crooker about the 
year 1798. After they had lived together sev- 
eral years and had a family of seven children, 
her husband left her and she heard nothing 
from him for forty years. During most of this 
time she lived alone and held but little com- 
munication with the world. Some six or eight 
years ago an old man bowed with age left 
the cars at Locke’s Mills station and from 
inquiries which he made it was ascertained 
that he was the long lost Charles. The ac- 
count which he gave of himself was that he 
had been in the Provinces, married again and 
left a family there. As the close of his life 
drew nigh, he was possessed with a great de- 
sire to visit once more the scenes of his younger 
days. He lived but a short time after his re- 
turn. It is but justice to the old mau to say 
that no one blamed him for leaving his first 
wife. Their lives had not flowed smoothly, 
and in their last unequal encounter which oc- 
curred the night before his departure, most of 
his hair was pulled from his head by the hands 
of his pugilistic spouse, and was found by the 
neighbors scattered over the kitchen floor the 
next morning. Perhaps the circumstances of 
her birth, in a warlike camp may be some pal- 
liation for her shrewish disposition. 

She has be m an inmate of the Hospital for 
two years. Probably she is no more insane 
now than she ever has been, but the town to 
which she is chargeable can support her 
cheaper there than anywhere else. She is 
somewhat enfeebled in body, but her voice is 
in an excellent state of preservation and she 
can use it as well as ever.

Persona. We regard the unkind attacks 
of the Bangor dailies upon this paper and one 
of its editors as both uncalled for and ungen- 
erous. {[n an editorial experience of twelve 
years, and an official connection with the State 
Agricultural Society of seven years, holding 
State Fairs in Portland and Augusta—we have 
met with no newspaper expressions so bitter 
and so entirely uncalled for as are contained 
in the issues of the Whig and Commercial for 
Monday 23d. It is true that our publishers 
posted their prospectus upon the grounds and 
on the bulletin boards in that city, a matter 
they had a right to do, paying their own bills 
of expense therefor, as much as had the pub- 
lishers of M issachusetts agricultural papers to 
put up their posters at the New England Fair 
in Portland, or the maker of Babbit’s soap, to 
put up his placards an the building upon the 
shw grounds. In order to accommodate their 
subscribers they also had a business represen- 
tative upon the grounds, but he had no more 
connection with the Secretary of the Society 
than he had with the editor of the Whig, nor 
did the agricultural editor of the Farmer have 
any business intercourse with him whatever. 

So far as the publication of the premiums 
awarded by the Society is concerned, about 
which the Whig and Commercial censure us, 
we never refused the list to any reporter; nor 
did we give any reporter permission to 
publish the same. Our invariable reply to 
them was, ‘‘gentlemen, the books of the com- 
mittee cannot be given you for publication un- 
til revised and corrected by the Trustees; 
when that is done all newspaper men can have 
equal access to them.’’ The awards have not 
yet been revised by the Trustees, hence we 
are unable to publish it this week, for we wiil 
not publish it n the erroneous form in which 
the Bangor dalies have given it to the public. 
The Commercial can see from this how far- 
fetched and ungentlemanly is the personal slur 
that the agricultural editor of the Farmer 
wants to be ‘‘enterprising,’’ and publish the 
premium list in his own paper first. As ifa 
weekly journal could anticipate a daily in the 
presentation of news. So far as we were 
brought into contact with the newspaper men

Oxrorp County Norss. At Bryant's Pond 
and vicinity in Oxford County, Saturday, we 
noticed that theré had been no frost to injure 
even the tenderest vines. Corn has ripened 
well and the crop is good. There is great com- 
plaint of damage to the potato crop. In many 
places half the yield is destroyed, and but few 
fields are entirely free from rot. A large 
breadth was planted and eneugh will probably 
be raised for home consumption, but very few 
for the market. 

We noticed several mammoth sqnashes on 
the vines in Elder Danham’s garden, which he 
will exhibit at the County Fair to be holden 
at Paris next week. The elder isthe cham- 
pion squash raiser of Maine, having car- 
ried off the honors at several State and county 
Fairs. It is hard to raise a squash in this cli- 
mate whose weight is more than 257 pounds, 
and until such an on» shall be raised, Elder 
Dunham is the ‘‘Squash King’’ of the State. 
Calvin A. Jackson of Bryant’s Pond sowed 
some of the Tom Thumb peas, from which he 
had full grown peas on the 3d and 4th of July. 
He saved some of the ripened seed of the first 
crop and had new peas fit for the table on the 
8th of September. 

Messrs. O. C. & H. F. Houghton have just 
completed a fine building which will be ot 
great convenience to the village and town. 
The basement is used as a storeroom for private 
purposes. The second story belongs to the 
town and is to be used fora town hall. The 
old dilapidated town-house on the Paris road 


Woodstock are to do their voting at Bryant's 
Pond. The new Hall is high in the walls, 
light and pleasant, and two convenient rooms 
have been finished for the use of the town of- 
ficers. ‘The third story is finished into a con- 
venient and beautiful Masonic Hall for the use 
of Jefferson Lodge. The Messrs. Houghton 
own the basement, and the town and masonic 
lodge each own their respective halls and each 
owns one-third of the lot. By this cooperative 
building, the town pays only $650.00, and the 
Lodge $250.00 for their large and commodious 
halls. To have built them separately would 
have cost them more than a thousand dollars 
each. At the session of the Supreme Court 
now being held at Paris, no indictment has 
been found and the grand jury has been dis- 
charged. 

Hamlin Grant's plantation having neglected 
to pay the State tax for several years, last July 
the State Treasurer commenced a suit for the 
taxes of 1869 and 1870. Some of the inhabi- 
tants of the plantation complain that there is 
official mismanagement, that they have paid 
their taxes, but that the money has been ap- 
plied to other purposes. The chairman of the 
board of assessors who also claims to be collec- 
tor, treasurer and general factotum, is also 
liquor agent, and a year ago was indicted and 
fined as a common seller.

Richardson isa tall cadaverous cuss, with 
black hair and full black whiskers. He has 
lost a thumb and finger, and his habit is when 
telling his pathetic tale, to supplement his oral 
petition, with holding up in mute appeal, 
this thumbless hand.

$6000; insurance $4500. It was the birthplace of 
the late Senator Fessenden. 

Edward Tomkins has given the California State 
University land valued at $50,000 for the endow- 
ment of the Agassiz professorship of Oriental lan- 
guages and literature. 

The man-of-war Portsmouth, now at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard, is fitting for a Government explor- 
ing expedition to the Pacific. She will first go to 
San Diego, Lower California, and then survey the 
waters off that coast. 

L’Olive, De Schamps and Demiville, three French 
communists condemned to death for murdering 
hostages, and in whose cases commutation of sen- 
tence was refused, were shot last week at Satory. 
The post mortem examination of the body of 
Horatio Seymour, who died at Ward’s Island, it 
is alleged by the brutality of his nurse, disclosed 
the fact that five ribs were broken and that there 
were several contusions of the skull. 

Baltimore papers are agitated over the removal 
of battle flags from the state house. The reason 
for this action is that it is not best to keep alive un- 
pleasant memories. 

It is understood the bonds rrquired of Assistant 
Treasurer Hillhouse by the government will cover 
the amount of the defalcation by Johnson, and 
that the bondsmen of Hillhouse will be held re- 
sponsible for the loss.

Mr. Stanley of the New York Herald has recent- 
ly had two interviews with Queen Victoria, and on 
the occasion of his dining at Balmoral, by royal 
invitation, the Queen warmly congratulated him 
on his success in the Livingston expedition. 
Messrs. John Fox & Co., merchants of London, 
have suspended. Their liabilities are £500,000. 
They have connection with several American houses 
and their supension was caused by the recent fail- 
ures in Baltimore. 


Fire at Wrentham, Mass., destroyed the Building 
occupied by the Wrentham Bank and by Dunk- 
lee & Mann, boat manufacturers. The bank saved 
all its effects. Loss on building, $12,000; on boat 
stock, $9000, mostly insured. A fine organ stored 
in the building belonging to the Orthodox Church, 
was burned. 

The inviolability of private property at sea in 
time of war has been one of the subjects of dis- 
cussion during the meeting of the Emperors at Ber- 
lin, and the Premiers of Austria, Russia and Prus- 
sia seem interested for the final establishment of 
this principle. 

A dispatch from Salt Lake City says’ ‘The re- 
port from Washington of the fight with the Indians 
near Beaver and the consequent interruption of 
Wheeler’s expedition, is without foundation. The 
United States officers from the seuth say that all is 
quiet, dnd there are no further fears of disturb - 
ance and that no fight has taken place.’’ 


A Vermont pensioner has resigned! The official 
letter to the Pension office says, “‘Have my name 
dropped from the pension rolls, as I can do nearly 
as much work as ever, and feel in my heart that I 
can do without it better than the government can 
pay it.’’ 

The question whether Capt. Colvocoresses, com- 
mitted suicide or was murdered at Bridgeport, 
Conn., a few months ago, is to be determined by 
the court, the insurance companies refusing to 
pay any of the policies on his life. 

Premier Zorilla of Spain has declared that he 
will abolish the system of military conscription in 
Spain, and introduce a bill for the reorganization 
of the army. Ajnew plan tor the campaign against 
the Cuban insurgents, of whom, it is officially an- 
nounced, there are 4500 in the field, has been pre- 
sented to the Spanish authorities. 

At the examination in the case of Forrester, the 
alleged murderer of Nathan on Wednesday, Mrs. 
Ann Keenan, a music teacher, testified that at 
about 8 o’clock on the night of murder she saw a 
man who she identified as the prisoner, prowling 
about Mr. Nathan’s premises. He had something 
concealed up the sleeve of hiscoat. She saw him go 
into the basement of the house. He seemed very 
excited.

In the cases of Ornell and Seymour, who died 
recently at Ward’s Island Lunatic Asylum from 
alleged ill treatment from an attendant named Far- 
rell, the coroner’s jury have returned a verdict 
that Seymour died of injuries inflicted by Far- 
rell, and that Ornell died of disease of the brain 
hastened oy the ill treatment of Farrell. 

The Tribune announces th at it will follow up the 
insane asylum sensation with the exposure of 
abuses connected with emigration affairs, and says 
one of its reporters has been to Europe and re- 
turned as steerage passenger, passed through Cas- 
tle Garden, and is now on his way westward in an 
emigrant car on one of the leading lines of rail- 
way.

It is 
understood that the indemnity awarded by the 
Board of Arbitration at Geneva, when paid, 
will be disposed of in the following manner:

Our Scandinavian Po ulation. 


We find the following statistics in regard to 
the Scandinavian population of the United 
States in the La Crosse Leader: 

Having seen very-often in the papers state- 
ments about the number of the Scandinavian 
population in the United States, and having 
mostly found that the number in these state- 
ments is overrated or underrated,| have thought 
that o statement based on official returns might 
be interesting, and therefore I send you sach 
a one. 

The returns of the last census show that in 
1870 there lived in the United States 241 ,000 in- 
dividuals born in Norway, Sweden or Denmark. 
Of these 114,000 were born in Norway, 17,- 
000 in Sweden, and 30,000 in Denmark. To 
this number children born in the United States 
of Norwegian, Swedish cr Danish parents are, 
of course, uot included. These children, even 
if they speak their mother tongue and consid- 
er themselves Scandinavians, are numbered 
among those who are born in the United States. 
By adding up these children in ten counties in 
Minnesota, it is found that their number there 
is the same as that of their parents. But in 
the States where the Scandiaavians have lived 
a longer time—as in Illinois, lowa and Wis- 
consin—it is taken for certain that the num- 
ber of childrea is greater than the number of 
their parents. Computing these and the Scan- 
dinayvian immigration since 1870, Ll think that 
the Scandinavian population in the United 
States now amounts to 550,600 or possibly 
nearer 600,000. 

According to Norwegian born; in Wisconsin, 
44,000; in Minnesota, 16,000; in Lowa, 17,- 
000; in Llinois, 12,000; in California, 1,000. 
Of Swedish born in Illinois, 30,000; la Min- 
nesota, 21,000; in lowa 11,000; in New York, 
7,000; in Kansas, 5,000; in California, 2,030, 
in Utah, 1,500. Ot Danish born in Wis- 
consin, 5,200; In Iowa, 9,800; in Lilinois, 
2,500; in Minnesota, 2,180; in California, 2,- 
UU; in Nebraska, 1,200; in Utah, 4,000. 

Before 1840 there were only emigrated to the 
United States from Norway and Sweden, 1,300, 
and from Denmark, 1,100 individuals. The 
greater part of the Scandinavians have immi- 
grated to the United States in the last twenty- 
two years.

After two years of rest and inaction of a 
public nature, gathering strength meanwhile 
for the present occasion, the Maine State Ag- 
ricultural Society has put forth a great effort 
to make this the tenth annual exhibition, one 
of interest and profit. How well this object 
has been and will be accomplished, our report 
will show.

ward. Only one fair day occurring in the sev- 
en, and this near the middle of the week. 
Such of course combined to deter many from 
making preparations for attending and others 
from exhibiting that would, had the weather 
been fine. The wet season, while it forced 
some farm products to unwonted growths, and 
full luxuriance, militated against others. Of 
this we find proof as we look over the country, 
or pass through the grounds and halls of the 
Society’s Fair. 

The Fair is holden in connection with the 
Penobscot County Agricultural Society, Ban- 
gor Horticultural Society and Penobscot Poul- 
try Society. The Exhibition of Neat stock, 
Horses, Sheep, Swine, Poultry and Agricul- 
tural Implements is on the grounds of the first 
named society, two miles from the city on the 
avenue leading Northwest from the same. 
The Exhibition of Fine Arts, Machinery, Flo- 
ral, Horticultural and Dairy Products, Fancy 
articles, Domestic and Manufactured Products 
are in Norombega and City Halls. The Farm- 
er’s meetings, evenings, at half-past seven 
o'clock, in the Court House. 

Monday the 16th was a busy day with the 
Superintendents, Entry clerks and all the Of- 
ficers and Employes of the Fair. Despite the 
continued drizzle and murky skies, contribu- 
tions poured in from all quarters, exceeding 
the most sanguine expectations. The morning 
train from the West, brought in several herds 
of stock and many horses. The special that 
left Augusta at 9 A. M., of the same day with 
two engines, landed in Bangor fifty-two cars 
loaded with Horses and Neat Stock. The Pis- 


cataquis and E. & N. A. Railway, also poured | ,,, 


in their freight. From the East and the West, 
North and South, backwoods farms and sea- 
side homes, came in the products of the mill, 
shop, farm and fold. 

The location of the grounds is very favora- 
ble; just far enough out from the city to be 
quiet and retired, elevated enough to ensure 
good air, well inclosed, level, with a splendid 
one mile track. The County grounds have 
been enlarged and enclose about fifty acres. 
Stalls, tents, and ample accommodations for 
stock, and comfort of visitors have been pro- 
vided. There are between four and five hun- 
dred stalls on the grounds. The classification 
and grouping of the animals is very conven- 
ient and well made. 

The Agricultural implements¥are on exhibi- 
tion in @ mammoth tent at the right of the 
main entrance and in the rear of the grand 


stand. The Poultry is exhibited at the left of | 


the main entrance in a large Booth. The 
Horses are upon the right of the entrance near 
the high fence and extending in long lines 
North and Westward. The Cattle upon the 
left of the entrance, extending South and 
West. 

The track is in better condition than could 
really be expected from the nature of the soil, 
and the recent rains. The ground is so level 
that at all points the contestants are visible 
with the greatest plainness. The scoring 
ground receives special attention and is all that 
it is possible to have it. 

Conspicuous targets mark the quarters, and 
accurate measurements give the length of the 
track as one mile and ten feet. 
Stand is 400 feet long, strong and su_stantial- 
ly made and capable of seating 4000 persons. 
Ten cents admits you to its pleasures which 
consists of sitting ona plank and seeing the 
‘*Hosses’’ go. The area within the track has 
been divested of tall grass, bushes and other 
impediments to the sight. 

The arrangements for maintenance of order, 
is most complete. Special policemen both 
mounted and afoot, marshals and superintend- 
ents, attending their several duties, work har- 
moniously and effectively.

EvENING. 
Farmers Meeting, 


One of the most interesting and profitable 
features of our great annual State fevtival is— 
or might be, did farmers take pains to attend 
—the evening discussions of topics vitally con- 
nected with, and underlying their business. 
The meetings were held this season at the 
Court House, where ample accommodations 
were found for those present and room for 
more. 

The discussion was opened by James A. 
Varney of North Vassalboro’, a gentleman that 
is engaged in the Nursery and Fruit-growing 
business, and one that knows whereof he af- 


firms. 
Fruit Culture, 


Mr. Varney considered the subject of truit 
culture vital to the best interests of the State. 
Fruit raising is to be a success. During the 
past three years of drought our orchards have 
yielded a good return, while other crops have 
been cut off. Fruits are indispensable articles 
of food and also luxuries every one may have. 
Every man may have both large and small 
fruits. They will grew and thrive where it is 
too rocky to plow. Discard all worthless trash 
often offered by unprincipled nurserymen. 
Set only good trees. Better pay the price and 
burn them, than set rootless, worthless trees, 
if we must do either. But little interest has 
been given, as yet, in the State to producing 
trees from seeds. ‘Trees that have not been 
transplanted till three or four years old are next 
to worthless. The proper place to plant them 
is on the brush heap. Trees transplanted at 
one year old, send out strong lateral roots and 
thrive very weil. 
Remove trees at one or two years old after 
they have shed their leaves. Trees taken from 
a thicket will not stand our cold winters or hot 
summers. Set trees not too near together, 
give plenty of room. Give double price for 
trees grown singly, and well developed. 
Slope of ground to North and West preferred 
for orchard site. Every farmer may not have 
just the site for an orchard he desires. Ina 
valley trees do poorly, cold is more intense and 
heat more severe. Give good cultivation; avoid 
extremes; keep the soil loose, mulch with any 
available substance. We have thousands of 
acres of rocky land in our State. Stony, slate 
or granite soil. unfit for cultivation, that would 
make good orchard sites. Dig holes of ample 
dimensions, set the trees as deep as in the nur- 
sery and fill in with rich soil. 

Shelter is desirable. Would plant shelters 
of evergreens all about our orchards. Would 


fields have deteriorated; we have cultivated 
some six or eight inches, till we have robbed it 
of its fertility; plow deep, manure well, and 
we are on the road to successful agriculture. 
Has planted out six acres of rough, rocky, 
and wet land to orcharding, underdrained and 
plowed, and it is now a good soil. 

The best time to transplant, is in the fall, 
soon after the trees fall. Nurserymen tell us 
to plant in the spring, fur it suits their con- 
| venience best. 


Plant apple trees, thirty feet apart. Pears 
eighteen. Believes in dwarf apples and pears 
for yards and gardens. 

Col. Hersey.—My first orchard has decayed, 
have set out others to replace it. Has set out 
189 trees and lost but few. 

W. B. Gibbs, Glenburn, set out a rocky and 
worthless piece of ground, to New York trees, 
grafted, and in three years had fruit; thinks 
he has got sound, good trees. Set my pear 
trees and grape vines, are doing well. So far 
as he knows, all New York trees are doing well 
that have been taken care of. Where they 
fail, people pasture orchards, or neglect them 
in some way. 

W. Thompson, Gardiner, thinks a tree from 
a New York nursery needs extra care. 

Hon. Samuel Wasson, Surry. Bought his 
present farm in 1861, on it were some twelve or 
fourteen New York trees. Has bought trees 
from within and without the State. Thinks he 
obtains fruit earlier and truer to name from 
the New York trees, than from Maine trees. 
Borer does net trouble New York trees with 
him as badly as Natives. Believes we are 
about to be driven into the culture of fruit by 
circumstances. Believes wool, beef, and but- 
ter has become unprofitable to the farmers of 
Maine by circumstances. Has had good suc- 
cess with dwarf trees. 

Carpenter of Pittston, wants to know if he 
understood the gentleman who opened the dis- 
cussion. Did he say he set out trees on the 
North and West slope, then set out big ever- 
greens to protectthem? What shall the young 
man do when he goes home; buy New York 
trees or not? Some here tells him to buy 
them; others not. Set R.I., greenings forty- 
nine years ago, was good then is good now. 
Believes in sticking to old tried kinds of truit. 
Finds it hard work to keep the borers oat. If 
he thought they wouldn’t touch New York 
trees, would have some right off. Knows of 
New York trees doing well. He thinks they 
generally do well. 

Hon, Warren Percival, Cross Hill thinks 
we should be cautious abvut selection of trees . 
Sho:ld not force an unnatural growth. We 
hardly ever give trees as rich soil as that they 
grew in in nursery. 

J. A. Varney, rose toexplain. He meant to 
shelter trees as well as other farm crops. 
Would shelter an orchard whether it slopes 
north or south. 

Col. Hersey inquired if the habits of the 
borer were the same in all localities. 

Samuel Wasson. On the seashore the bor- 
er attacks the tree near the root. In some in- 
terior sections the borer works in the limbs 
and top of the tree. 

J. Varney thinks the borer always enters 
near the surface. Has traced them upward to 
the limbs. 

Mr. Harlow, of Bangor. Borers enter the 
tree near the ground, often works up to con- 
siderable height, loses about four trees per 
year from this cause. 

Reed, of Frederickion, N. B. Finds it 
quite difficult to raise fruit. A neighbor of 
his bored into a tree and put in sulphur, 
plugged the end and waited the result. Bor- 


‘| ers left, but for several years could not eat the 


apples. The borer is killing the forest trees. 
Believes an orchard site should be under- 
drained. Orcharding is receiving increased 
attention in the Province. 

Blake of wishes to learn more of 
underdraining orchards, also of the aphis that 
infests the tree. 

Pickard, of Bangor, did not treat his first 
orchard according to scripture. He did not 
“dig about it and dung it.’ Believes that 
passage of scripture is peculiarly adapted to 
orchardists’ use. Has great trouble with 
worms in apples. 

Moi rison, says turn hogs in and let them 
eat the worms and apples that fall. 

Weld. Greenbush. His father had four large 
orchards. Got tired of making cider and 
hoped to one day get out of the land of ap- 
ples, (had to drive the horse to grind them.) 
This was on the Connecticut river. Believes 
in cultivating orchards.

On our right extending in long lines, are the 
comfortable stalls filled with valuable horses, 
speed, road, draft, and brood, an attempt to 
individualize or make special mention of, which 
would transcend our limits,were we competent 
of the task. President Wasson and the Trustees 
of the Society we meet here and there, showing 
that over the whole grounds their presence and 
vigilance is unremitting. On the left are the 
cattle stalls filled with Short Horns, Durhams 
and Herefords, Jerseys, Ayrshires and High 
Grades of all kinds, Dutoh sheep and swine. 
The Poultry also comes in near by and we ar- 
rive at the grand stand where thousands wit- 
ness with keen enjoyment the sharp contests of 
speed. Scattered all over the grounds are 
victualing stands,venders of all sorts of goods, 
places of entertainment for the eye and the ear, 
patent nostrum sellers, and games of chance. 
We will now return and take some. 

Stock Notes. 

Short Horns. George D. Stockwell of East 
Eddington entered 7 full bloods. Bull ‘«Lo- 
gan,”’ 4 years old, weight 2,200 lbs; Bull 
calf; Cows, ‘Butter Ball,’’ ‘*May Rose 5,”

Warren Percival, Cross Hill, 17 ani: als. 
Bull, ‘Prince Albert,” 3 years old, girth 7 
feet 6 inches, weight, 2,400 lbs; 7 calves about 
6 monthsold; very good cow, ‘Nellie’ 7 years 
old, ‘Beauty 4’’ 7 years old, ‘*Red Rose 3d” 
3 years old, “Lady Emma’’ 3 years old, 
“Roan Queen” and ‘*Roan Beauty’’ 2 years 
old.

1; **Grall 2d’’ 5; ‘Queen of 
the East’’ 5; **Roen Lady’? 7. A fine herd of 
this strain of blood. 

W. H. Haynes, Smithfield, 9 animals. Bull 
**Rover’’ 2 years old; cows, ‘‘Perfection” 3; 
“Lady Zula’’ 3; ‘Lady Nellie’ 3; “Lady 
Rose”’ 3; ‘Lady Luna’’ 2; ‘Lady Kate’’ 2; 
“Lady Bell” 2; **Lady Beauty’ 1. These 
animals drew special attention and showed 
many good points. 

J. R. Farrington, State Agricultural Col- 
lege, Orono. Bull, ‘*Napoleon’’ 2 years old, 
girth 6 feet 2 inches. Cow, ‘‘White Pink”’ 
4 years old, with calf by her side, 6 weeks old. 

P. W. Ayer, Freedom, exhibited some nice 
stock. Bull, ‘‘Knight of Geneva,’ girth 6 
feet 9 inches, 2 years old, weight 1,600 lbs. 
Cow, ‘Flora’ 4 years old. Particularly no- 
ticeable that this is thé only herd of short 
horas owned in Waldo county. 

Howard & Ellis, Fairfield Corner, 11 ani- 
mals. Bull, ‘*King Lear’? 1 year old; girth 5 
feet 10 inches. Cow ‘‘Marygold’’ 11 years 
old, calf by her side 7 months old, named 
‘‘Marygold Duke;’’ cows ‘‘Marygold 2d’? 7 
years old; ‘‘Marigold 3d”’ 5; ‘*Miss Marigold”’ 
1; ‘‘Lady Fairfield’ 3; ‘‘Marygold 4th’’ 5; 
pair twins, 1 year old; bull calf ‘*Somerset 
Lad’’ 7 months; bull calf ‘‘Somerset’’ 8 
months. 

Jos. Sanborn, Sabattis, has a fine lot of an- 
imals. We are unable to specify this herd as 
we did not meet Mr. Sanborn. 

Chas. Shaw, Dexter, had his fine stock pres- 
ent whic: added much to the display and drew 
considerable attention. 

Jerseys. The Jerseys noted for their dairy 
qualities, seem to be great favorites in Maine, 
judging from the great numbers present at this 
Fair, and also the generous sprinkling at all 
our local and County Fairs. Gen. W. 8. Til- 
ton exhibits nineteen head; N. R. Boutelle, 
Waterville, led off next in point of numbers, 
exhibiting seventeen animals. Bull “Tam 
O’Shanter’’ three years old, bred by Thomas 
Motley, Jamaica Plains. Mass., a fine animal 
showing the excellent points of blood. Among 
tese was ‘‘Maud’’ a cow twelve years old, 
imported from England by F. Bowditch, Fram- 
ingham, Mass. ‘ook first prize in her Parish 
when three years old. 

Some fine animals were shown by Military 
Asylum Superintendent, Chelsea. 

Gen. W. S. Tilton, Augusta, presented some 
very fine animals, whose points were hard to 
better. Want of space compels us to be brief 
with this deserving breed of animals. There 
were other herds and specimens we would 
gladly notice if possible. 
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The Herefords came in for a large share of 
attention. Large, fine, clean, of ample bulk 
and breadth, good for the dairy, labor, or beef, 
they are a deserving branch of the Shorthorn 
family. 

H.C. Burleigh of Fairfield, exhibited six- 
teen head. G. & G. Underwood of Fayette, 
twenty-two; Geo. E. Shores, Waterville, 
twelve. N. & G. W. Smith of Solon; exhib- 
ited a bull hard to be beaten. D. K. & J. W. 
Wentworth, 4 head, viz: bull, “‘Duke of Cas- 
tlehar’’ 3 years old; heifer, ‘‘Nectoll 6th’’ 2 
yeas old; ‘‘Nectoll 7th”? calf 9 months old; 
‘‘Dachess of Somerset;’”” Mr. Burleigh’s bull 
“‘Compten Ladd’’ hasa wide reputation as one 
ot the best specimens of the breed. He is too 
well known,as also are the herds of Mr. Shores 
and Messrs. Underwood, to need specification 
here. These gentlemen exhibit their stock at 
all our State Fairs, and very often at the New 
England Fairs, and are well known to very 
many of our local Fairs. 

Ayrshires. This family was not very well 
represented. Only one or two herds being 
present, and some few single animals. Frank 
Buck of Orland, presented five head; bull, 2 
years old, 3 cows and 1 yearling heifer. A 
fine representation. 

Thomas Hersey, Bangor, one heifer. As a 
dairy breed our Connecticut and Massachusetts 
friends prefer Ayrshires. Perhaps as a butter 
breed the Jerseys surpass them as a whole, 
but they are not as good for both butter and 
cheese as the Ayrshires. We hope to see a 
large inerease of this kind of stock in our 
State now that cheese-factories and associated 
dairies are an establishe : thing. 

Dutch or Holstein. This stock is working 
its way into notice and importance in this 
State. Gen. W.S. Tilton, Augusta, exhibit- 
ed two bulls and two cows, a good lot showing 
the good points of the breed. Their sharp 
contrasts of color—black and white—adds 
grateful variety to the sombre hued Jerseys 
and varied shades of Durham, Ayrshires and 





Herefords. 


T. J. Chase of Orrington has also a fine 
herd of pure bloods of the Dutch persuasion. 
We did not see M. E. Rice’s herd on the grounds. 


Grades.—This class of stock was very full 
and complete, as every observer will testify. 
We took full and minute notes of this class, 
but the limits of our report will prohibit any- 
thing like the full description we had intended. 
Geo. D. Stockwell, East Eddington, presented 
two cows and one heifer—fine animals. Chas. 
Shaw, Dexter, one cow and two heifers. OC. 
Butman, Plymouth, one cow, one heifer anda 
ealf. Col. Hersey, Lincoln, herd grade Dutch 
stock, particularly noticeable for size, quality 
and condition. The Colonel is an enthusiastic 
believer in Grade Dutch stock. Who says he 
isn’t right? John Morrison, Corinth, four 
cows, five calves and four heifers. G. M. 
Stevens, Stevens Plains, Deering, one cow, one 
heifer and one bull—Grade Hereford and Dur- 
ham, pure cross. Others, ‘‘too numerous to 
mention,’’ made a fine show, with grades of all 
bloods, except Devons. We saw no grades or 
full bloods of this breed. 


Working Oxen.—In this department were 
some noble specimens of the ox tribe. Huge 
muscular giants, whose strength is so useful 
on the farm, in the forest and the quarry. 
Nat. Shaw of Belfast, John Morrison of Cor- 
rinth, Geo. E. Shores of Waterville and W. 
M. Stone ot Hampden were exhibitors of oxen. 


Chas. Shaw of Dexter, Col. Hersey of Lia- 
coln, J. P. Putnam of Winthrop, N. R. Wel- 
lington of Albion, H. C. Burleigh and others 
showed finely in the steer department. 

Fat Cattle.—Those who are ‘‘beef-eaters”’ 
might have feasted their eyes upon the goodly 
display in this department. Reference to our 
premium lists is the best comment we can 
make. 


Sheep.—The show in this department we 
rather pass in silence. If the State can make 
no better show than this, we think it is poorly 
off. Gen. W.S. Tilton of Augusta presented 
six ewe lambs, six grade Cotswolds, six Cots- 
wolds, and one Cotswold buck. W. W. Boise, 
Hudson, thirteen Merinos. Geo. S. Stock- 
well, East Eddington, two Cotswold bucks. E. 
Maxham, Waterville, flock of good Merinos. 
Geo. E. Shores, Waterville, three Merinos 
and one Cotswold. Hebron Luce, Bangor; 
thirty South Downs—a very nice flock. 

Swine.—G. D. Stockwell, East Eddington, 
one Chester boar and six Chester pigs. N.R 
Boutelle, Waterville, sow, ‘‘Diana Crow,’’ 2 
years oid ; six sucking pigs, Essex breed. J. 
R. Farrrington, State Ag. College Farm, Orono, 
Chester boar, 1 year old. A.C. Hardy, Ban- 
gor, sow and pigs—Berkshire breed ; Chester 
boar and Berkshire boar. S. W. Whitney, 
Bangor, White Chester boar, 54 months old. 
Albert Hall, Hermon, one good hog. 


Poultry.—Of this there was but a small 
show. Albert Noyes had eleven coops of va-i- 
ous breeds, headed by an elegant pagoda coop 
of Buff Cochins. An editorial in a former 
issae of the Farmer fully described Mr. Noyes’ 
poultry-yards and breeds. We will only add 
here that those shown were fine specimens 
trom his flocks. A. Carter, Hampden, several 
coops, embracing white Leghorn, Golden Span- 
gled Hamburgs, White and Brown Leghorns, 
Plymouth Rocks, Silver Spangled Hamburgs 
and Grey Dorking. Wm. Robinson, Bangor, 
one coop half-blood wild geese. E. P. Furgu- 
son, Bangor, Rouen Ducks and Malard Ducks. 
J. M. Moore, Brewer, Golden Séabrights. Otis 
S. Carter, Etna, Leghorns. A. P. Sawyer, 
Hampden, Black Cochins, Houdans, Grey 
Dorkings, White and Browa Leghorns. Our 
poultry farmers are doing a good work by in- 
troducing and disseminating new breeds, also 
propagating old and tried ones. They bring 
them before the public yearly at our fairs, and 
thus keep up our interest in this profitable 
branch of agriculture. ° 


Horses. This department was so full and 
complete, that it needs no particular description 
here. In allits grades the best blood put in an 
appearance. From the trotter to the draft 
rorse, the fall grown to the suckling, they 
were well represented. Knox, Morgan, Messen- 
ger and Drew; mare, stallion, gelding. We 
noticed two fine colts; a yearling and a sucker, 
owned by John A. Colby of Fairfield, by Gil- 
breth Knox out of a thorough bred mare. Two 
mules brought from Kentucky by D. A. Gar- 
land of Carmel, who has also brought ona 
jack and proposes breeding mules for. labor in 
Maine, having become satisfied of their great 
superiorty over horses for labor, especially on 
farms and for heavy teaming. The weight of 
this animal was 800 pounds. 


The individualizing of the very many horses 
shown, would exzeed the limits of this report. 
We can well say Maine fully sustains herself 
in the horse interest and rank she has attained, 
if we may judge by the specimens here pre- 
sented. 

The Races, 

The 2:40 race, which was unfinished the 
previous afternoon, when three heats were 
trotted, (two won by Gentle Annie and one by 
Red Jacket,) was resumed. Four more heats 
were trotted, King William winning the first 
and third, Billy Bumpus the second, and Gen- 
tle Annie the fourth, which gave her three 
heats in the race.

Evenine. 
Farmer’s Meeting. 


Opened by Z. A. Gilbert of Turner, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Agriculture. Mr. Gil- 
bert referred to the deterioration of our pas- 
tures. We must resort to soiling in part at 
least. Pastures must be improved, but mean- 
while our @reets must not starve. Soiling 
means growing green feed, to be fed at the 
barn. Dr. Loring says he allows only his 
work horses to be fed on dry feed so long as he 
can obtain green feed. What shall we grow? 
Corn is king. Corn as a grain is king of 
grains, so as a soiling crop is king of soiling 
crops. But is this really so? Does it make 
the cows give milk or the steers grow? Many 
allow it is of no value. Geo. Warring who 
owns a herd of Jerseys at Ogden Farm aud 
makes ‘‘gilt edged butter,”’ says the flush of 
feed comes with him in September, when the 
fodder corn is plenty. Chemical analysis and 
actual nutrial value aretwo different things. 
In experience of his own knows fodder corn is 
of practical and apparent value. Had a heifer 
who gave ten pounds of milk while in short 
pasture with a feed of hay and meal; after 
feeding fodder corn in place of hay and meal, 
gave one-half pound increase of milk. 

‘*What I know about fodder corn,’”’ as re- 
gards growing, is that they who plant on poor 
land, lose their labor. Good crops or none in 
this line are desirable. It will loose sixty-sev- 
en percent. by drying. Never less than twelve 
tons per acre should be grown; from fifteen to 
twenty are about the figures. Fodder corn 
should be well along toward earing before us- 
ing. Should be sown thin and allowed to tas- 
seland mature. From two to three bushel 
seed per acre is sufficient, It is better to sow 
in drills on manure, than to sow breadcast. 

How much shall we plant? We would an- 
swer, only sufficient for autumn use, on ac- 
count of difficulty in curing it, many spoil it 
in ineffectual attempt to cure it. Cure as 
much as possible under cover. Nutriment is 
preserved much better. Would plant West- 
ern corn in preference to sweet corn, on ac- 
count of larger amount of forage produced. 
Stowell’s late Evergreen sweet corn is coming 
into quite extensive use for soiling with many 
farmers. 

Does not claim that fodder corn is the best 
forage crop grown, but believes it the most 
available. 

Summary—Fodder corn is valuable. 
no more than can be eaten green. 

Should not be cut till in blossom. 

Feed while green or cure it so to sive all the 
value of its nutriment. 

Mr. Chamberlain of Foxcroft in juired re- 
garding Stowell’s Evergreen. 

Mr. Gilbert said it was a late rip cning varie- 
ty, and only once in a while shoul | we be able 
to raise our seed,a disadvantage , considering 
its high price.

John Allen of Presque Isle, thinks fodder 
corn useful and a desirable crop to cultivate. 

Mr. Pickering, Bangor, has ied fodder corn 
to colts and horses with good results. 


Plant 


Gov. Perham spoke of canning sweet corn 
in west partot theState. Gives great returns, 
nearly or quite double the profits per acre than 
any other crop, while the fodder is as valuable 
per acre as hay.

Owing to unfavorable circumstances, the 
President’s Address was not delivered on the 
grounds, but at the Court House on Wednes- 
day evening: 

President Wasson’s Address, 


This Society on its Tenth Annual State Ex- 
hibition, for the encouragement of Agricultur- 
aland Mechanical Industry, opening to-day, 
has no reason to doubt either the propriety of 
its coming together or the wisdom of those who 
organized these festival assemblings, which 
serve tw stimulate into greater activity the 
farming interests of the State, and upon which 
all classes of society depend for their pros- 

rity. 

Notwithstanding the progress of the Society 
under whose auspices we meet, may, at times, 
have been impeded by illiberal legisiativn, or 
beclouded by casualties, yet, its course has 
been steady and onward ; each succeeding Ex- 
hibition, giving it a character of greater prom- 
inence and importance. 

To bridge over that disastrous ‘break down’’ 
at Augusta in 1870, made such inroads on the 
assets as compelled the ‘Treasurer to pay the 
premiums ata pro rata reduction ot 30 per 
cent. Aside from the ‘‘free-will offering’’ of 
the locality where the Exhibition is made, the 
Society’s only source of revenue is the admis- 
sion-fee, the fifty cents entrance money paid at 
the gates, with which, cost of fixtures, pre- 
miums and incidental expenses are met. Since 
the holding of the State Fair in this city in 
1857, the price of lumber and labor has more 
than doubied, which has correspondingly en- 
hanced the cost of preparation. Reference to 
my memoranda shows, the expenditure for ‘*fit- 
ting up’’ grounds and halis to be $10,000; 
adding to this $6,000 to be paid in premiums, 
will give the sum of $16,000 as the 
outlay for the present Exhibition. With re- 
sources 30 uncertain, while the present penur- 
ious legislation continues to withhold State aid, 
or stipend, even with the most prudential man- 

t, there can be no great width of margin 
**ieft over,’’ to cover accidents. 

Bat, Gentlemen—this Exhibition enterprise 
has a higher market value than that of premi- 
ums paid. Its dividends are in better ‘‘stock”’ 
than greenbac cs, diplomas or medals. 

These yearly gatherings become the stand- 
points trom which we can survey the labors of 
the year, and note the advance we have made 
as tulers of the soil. They become ‘points of 
departare’’ as well, from which new ‘‘courses’’ 
may be projected to avoid the failures of the 
past, and guide in the future to better tesults 
in that vocation in which science and skill find 





themselves tasked to the utmost. 


These annual festivals become the sunny-side 
of agriculture, after the wistful, anxious da 
are ended ; after the perils of blighting drought 
and predatory insects are over, when we can 
relax from the heavy toils and cares which 
seed-time and harvest have laid upon us, and 
give scope to mirth and satisfaction in regard- 
ing our triumphs over the soil, and learn new 
lessons to befit us for ter achievments in 
the grand old Art—the of the industrial 
column. 

The Art of Agriculture cannot be moored 
immovable in the passing current. It must 
forward in the tid>,or go backward in the 
‘“‘eddy.’’ One of the chief values of these an- 
nual State Fairs is, to point out which of these 
ways our farming is going, and which of the 
branches of our mixed hus droop and 
ware, and which push the higher up the trellis 
of practical value. 
hose who have been close observers at these 
shows, have not failed to see the changes which 
are going on; some, more slowly, others, as if 
by magic, as in the cattle stalls, where, but a 
few years since a thoroughbred would have been 
a rara-avis, or in ‘*Ulass Horses,’’ which 
from a puny scion, has grown toa towering 
interest. At the first Maine State Exhibition 
held in 1855, the ‘best time,’’ on the track 
was ‘2:56 ;"” and at the Rhode Island Horse 
Show, the same year, but 2:48, thirty-nine and 
one quarter seconds T00 sLow in these exciting 
days in the annals of racing. So the ‘Class 
Poultry” which in the infantile days of the 
Society was hardly recognized as of sufficient 
importance to incite competition by the offer of 
premiums, has become a prominent feature in 
the Show, and a leading interest in the hus- 
bandry of Maine. i ’ 

A few years since—for the display of Fruit, 
but limited table space was , or needed, 
whereas, now, no product seeks, or demands 
more room,and in no Class is there a livelier,or 
more closely contested competition ; while the 
exhibition in the Class of Cereal Products has 
been, and is depreciating in quantity, and it is 
alleged, in onsite also. 

The annual Exhibitions, thus seen, become 
a sort of yearly profile, whereupon are sketch- 
ed the various changes of the year, wrought 
out by steam iatercommunications, cheapened 
transportation, new competitions, and other 
agencies, which are in active operation, and 
which make our system of mixed husbandry 
successful and profitable, in one direction, and 
inappropriate, or a failure, in another, thus 
showing, how the farmer may govern bis prac- 
tice and not be dissappointed in his expectations. 

Gentlemen: Need I remind you, taat the 
opening of the new lines of railroad, the ad- 
vance in the price of labor, efficient imple- 
ments, and machinery for facilitating the la- 
bors of the farmer, are instrumentalities af- 
fecting the present and yee economies 
of farm management which must be studied 
and observed, would we give them their most 
potent influence to produce for us the best re- 
sults. 

As you witness the exhibition in its compo- 
nent part and see in the samples of the herds 
and flocks, farm, gardens and orchard, mechan- 
ical and handiwork products, what an intelli- 
gent cultivation of brain and soi! have achieved, 
may it prompt us to so harmonize our system 
of farming with the incoming surroundings, 
as to lay the foundations for abundant and per- 
petual harvests, and to read the unfolding 
pages of the book of ‘Rural Life,’’ which has 
no ending, wherein the loftiest genius finds in- 
formation and the highest intellect comes to 
learn that your labor may be more perfect and 
more productive. . 

That farming, as a business, has greatly 
changed within the last score of years is ap- 
parent. Not only does its successtul prosecu- 
tion require thought, labor, and capital, but 
close geographical observation, and keen per- 
ception, to avoid collision with incoming com- 

tition, where our system of farming would 

‘distanced in the race,’’ but to project new 
furrows which shall mark the way to the cul- 
tivation of products, for which our surround- 
ings, our soil and our climate, stand sponsor. 

The agriculture of Maine, seems to be ina 
transition state, and he is the successful tarm- 
er who from these exhibitions can elicit indica- 
tive tests of the passage that agriculture is 
taking. 

To be more explicit: 

With the existing system of ‘‘making hay’’ 
we cannot grow beef to profit. 

It costs more to grow our bread, than it 
does to buy it. 

Imported wools control the market, because 
it can undersell in price. 

When the great West can start butter for 
eastern markets, at eight cents per pound, 
there is little of paying music, in the dash and 
splash of churning. ’ 

Such are some of the products, good for their 
day, which have come to the ‘‘sere and yellow 
leaf.”’ 

No more can we make the past fill the gar’ 
of the mt. Wool, beef, butter, and 
bread, railroad lines and refrigerator cars have 
stricken from the great staples of Maine. 

What now does the market seek at your 
hands? Ape 

The mania for fast horses, and the big prices 
paid for speed, present a subject worthy the 
careful investigation of our stock-breeders. I 
stand before you, not to advocate the right 
or wrong of *‘trials of speed’’ at our Fairs; 
but an experience of nearly two decades con- 
firms the assertion that these ‘‘trials’’ have be- 
come an inseparable adjunct of Cattle Shows 
and Fairs, and as such, the question of the pe- 
riod is, how can we elevate the of 
racing? strip it of its jockyism and make it 
not only reputable, but worthy the patronage 
of all. 


The growing of mutton for the two-fold pur- 
pose of replenishing soil and purse, either as 
a leading branch of farming, or as a supple 
ment to it. : ‘ 

Winter apples, notwithstanding the hia- 
drances to successtul culture and the ra 
of insects, may be grown with profit tor the 
home market and for transportation also, as 
greater firmness of flesh which Maine grown 
apples possess, gives them a great superiority 
for shipment. 

Growing and canning sweet corn for the San 
Francisco market, promises a greater net prof- 
it per acre, than any other hoed crop. = 

The system of factory-making cheese in its 
infancy in Maize, is deserving of a patient and 
thorough trial. Lt is commended to the sunny 
side vi every objection which tends wo shadow 
its progress. 

That our winters, long, cold, and cheerless, 
may be utilized to the farmer’s benefit in the 
rowing of winter grain in old farms, seems to 
be warranted by the success which is crowning 
efforts in that direction. ‘ . 
‘Lhat an entire revolution is to be made in 
the method of curing and storing hay, by which 
its nutritave value will be doubled, is among 
the probabilities. ; 

These are some of the things ee Se 
of demand and su » present for u 
consideration, supply: the things en 4 the 
course of events carry home to . the isolated 
busbandman, and which challenge investiga- 
tion at public Exhibitions, and in the solitari- 
ness of tie farm. : 
As we meet at the yearly Show and Fair— 
meet we in sympathy or in collision—more or 
less of these considerations exhibit their prac- 
tical test, to aid our judgment in distinguish- 
ing between the true, and the faise, and to be- 
fit us more efficiently, « stimulate and build 
up the Agricultural and Mechanical interests 
ot the State. piel. ’ 

May the occasion, with its exposition of re- 
sults, and its registrations of ail kinds of ex- 
perience in ali of farm life, prove to us 
each, andall, that the leisure of these appoint- 
ed days have been most profitably occupied. 

TavrspaY, Sept 19th. 

The day opened with a rift of sunshine that 
was cheering, and an influx of visitors promis- 
ed new attractions to the Fair. The entrics 
have been closed, and nearly all articles are 
upon exhibition that will be or were expected. 
Early the stream of living freight, in all sorts 
of vehicles and thousands on foot, were mov- 
ing out to the Fair grounds, and all promised 
a gala day of rare ocourance. ‘The attractions 
upon the grounds were heightened by the ex- 
pected contest of speed in the afternoon races. 
But ‘‘there is many a slip between the cup and 
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lip.”” So here, after all had passed off finely 
in the forenoon and all prepared for the after- 
noon, the gathered clouds poured out their 
treasures of rain. The afternoon races 
were postpooned and the proceedings remained 
in statu quo.

Torrey of Bangor, the well known ‘‘Bee King” 
displayed his patent movable comb hives, and 
handled his bees in a manner exciting to ner- 
vous people. 

Fred Atwood of Winterport, exhibited the 
well known mower ‘‘Meadow King,’’ whose 
points are so much upon the good side that it 
is eagerly sought for by our farmers. Also 
the ‘Hollingsworth Rake,’’ a nice handy im- 
plement of the right kind. ‘‘Excelsior’’ lawn 
mower, an implement coming into use more 
and more every year. ‘*Vietor Horse Hoe,”’ 
two sizes, worthy of trial by all who raise 
hoed erops. Double ‘‘Harpoon Hay Fork” 
that picks up a large pinch of hay just as eas- 
ily asany way. ‘Eagle Seed Sower. Hand 
Wheel Hoe for garden use, to keep the weeds 
cleaned out and the back from aching. ‘‘Pa- 
tent Horse Hitch-Hook”’ an ingenious and use- 
ful device. 

James Robinson, Carmel, patent Feed Rack, 
only five feet in diameter, but having from its 
circular form, ample room for seventeen sheep 
to feed from. Worthy the attention of every 
farmer.

The collection of machines and implements 
were particularly noticeable for their practi- 
cal character and thorough intrinsic worth. 

On the Fair grounds all visitors noticed a 
miniature fruit yard wherein were specimen 
trees of pear and apple from the nurseries of 
S. Boardman & Co., Rochester, New York. 
Louis Atwood, Winterport, is the general 
agent for eastern Maine, and had these trees 
planted out for exhibition, and to add to the 
attractiveness of the Fair. Our farmers and 
orchardists evinced much interest in this col- 
lection, and we are assured they were well 
paid for thetr time spent in examining these 
trees. 


The Races. 

Most of the forenoon was occupied in exhi- 
biting horses and colts on the track under the 
inspection of the committees. Near noon most 
of the horses and stock on the grounds, were 
brought out and moved in procession around 
the track, making one of the finest features of 
the exhibition, and drawing forth rounds of 
app'ause from the admiring spectators of this 
triumphal parade. 

In the afternoon at 2 o’clock the matched 
horses were exhibited on the track. Several 
very handsome pairs were shown; and the com- 
mittee awarded the first prize to Gideon Welles 

_ of Clinton for s pair of gray five year olds; the 
the second to Merrill Lee of Augusta for a pair 
of black (Knox) four-year olds. 

The rain coming on, the races were post- 
poned and all came away wet and weary. 

City Hall. 

The exhibition in this Hall is decidedly su- 
pts ew a the others. At the 
on entering isa table upon which 8S. C. 
Harlow displays sixty vaslo ties of apples, and 
for the best dish he-was awarded the first pre- 
mium. Along the side of the Hall is a display 
of flowers, which admiring crowds of specta- 


grance and beauty of the plants. Among 
those contributing to this, one of the best parts 
of the exhibition, are Albert Noyes, Mrs. A. 
B. Strattard, Fannie Foster, Lizzie W. Eaton, 
Mrs. J. E. Green, and C. 0. Bartlett. Much 
praise is due the exhibitors for the pleasing 
display. In front of the stage on the right is 
shown a case of work done on thé Florence 
machine, and by its side isa Wardian 
case exhibited by Mrs. F. T. Hazlewood, which 
with one on another table, exhibited by Mrs. 
Isaac S. Whitman, was constantly surrounded 
by crowds of ladies. The table next to the 
flowers is oceupiéd by the specimen: of dr- 
chard products. The principal displays made 
of fruit are by Harry J. Chapman of Orring- 
ton, who exhibits ninety-eight varieties of ap- 
ples and Joseph Taylor of Belgrade who exhi- 
bits thirty varieties and received the first pre- 
mium for the best collection. Albert Noyes 
had twenty-five varieties; Otis L. Carter of 
Etna had thirty, and for the best twenty vari- 
eties received the first premium, the second be- 
ing awarded to S. C. Harlow. W.T. Robin- 
son of Orrington, C. O. Brown of Etna, and 
William H. Place of Charlestown, each showed 
twenty varieties. For the best ten varieties 
the first premium was given to Harry J. Chap- 
man, and the second to Albert Noyes. The 
varieties of pears were not on so extensive a 
scale, but were quite good displays. Albert 
Noyes exhibited twenty varieties and took the 
first premium for the best fifteen verieties, the 
second being awarded to Dr. J.C. Weston, 
who had seventeen varieties on exhibition. 
Albert Emerson was awarded the first premi- 
um for the best collection. . Henry McLaugh- 
lin was given the first and E. Low the second 
premium for the best six varieties. Albert 
Emerson exhibited six varieties of plums and 
got the first premium for best collection, and 
E. Lord the second. On the best four varie- 
ties John Lowell was awarded the premium, 
and on best dish Albert Emerson and E. Low 
got premiums. On grapes grown out of doors, 
Henry McLaughlin showed nine varieties and 
got the first premium; the second was given to 
Calvin Chamberlain, who exhibited twelve va- 
rieties. For grapes grown under glass, Dr. J. 
C. Weston got the first prize and M. Schwartz 
the second. J. H. Hayes got the first premi- 
um on cranberries, and S. Dill of Philip the 
second. There were two plates of very fine 
peaches, exhibited by H. K. Lufkin of Deers 
Isle, and W. H. Dole of Orringtom. The 
sewing machine department is represented by 
most of the popular machines now in use. 

The exhibition of oil paintings, and crayon 
drawings were on a par with the usual display 
of such things at our State Fairs, hardly worthy 
of notice. 

The display of worsted work was excellent, 
and among the many which attract the atten- 
tion of spectators are several beautiful pic- 
tures by Mrs. A. W. Daggett, twoelegant 
wreaths by Mrs. J. M. Rich, anda Holden 
lady, and several pieces executed by Mrs. B. 
Johnson. Hattie F. Rich, Mrs. Ross, Mrs. J. 
W. Ramsdell, Helen L. Savage and Mrs. M. 
Given, exhibit some beautiful wax crosses with 
flowers. The autumn leaves by Lizzie W. 
Eaton; pond lilies and two baskets of fruit 
by Mrs. C. A. McDonald, and one by Mrs. D. 
A. Murphy, are excellent specimens of wax 
work. Mrs. J. M. Rich exhibits a wreath of 
flowers in hair, which is very fine. A very 
beautiful harp in wax is exhibited by Mrs. E. 
C. Lord; several rustic and cone frames by 
Sophia A. Winchester; a beautiful shell frame 
with harp of immortells, has no name attached. 
Mrs. A. L. Simpson also has an excellent fruit 
piece, and Miss Abbie Forbes has a fine display 
of autumn leaves. 


The exhibition in this Hall attracted the 
largest number of spectators. 





Norombega Hall. 

This hall was devoted to the exhibition of 
manufactured articles, small machinery, dry 
goods, silver ware and fancy articles. There 
were a large number of musical instruments 
on the raised platform in the rear part of the 
hall. Bangor makes the greatest display in 
nearly every line, and does itself great credit. 

From the galleries, shawls and other articles 
too numerous to mention are suspended, and 
in front over the entrance is suspended the 
**shell’’ Toothpick, which attracts considera- 
ble attention. 

The hall was filled during the entire Fair by 
a large crowd of people, and the exhibition 
seemed satisfactory to ail. 

Messrs. Thomas Hersey & Co. use an entire 
table upon which they exhibit a large assort- 
ment of boots, shoes and moccasins, 

R. M. Mansur of Augusta, exhibits Ryer- 
son’s Metallic Heel for boots and shoes—an 
excellent article, which we think will come in- 
to general use. 

M. Schwartz occupies one table, by « case 

in which is a fine assortment of chisels, pocket 
cutlery, scissors, plated ware, etc. 
The first table on the left as one enters the 
room, is occupied by a fine assortment of car- 
pets and oil cloths exhibited by A. H. Roberts 
& Son; loaves of bread made by Mrs. C. E. 
and S. D. Farrington of Brewer, Miss Annie 
Cony of Bangor, Mrs. C. P. Roderts of Ban- 
gor, Mrs. T. D. McMahon of Eddington, and 
Miss Nellie Whitten of Orono; several boxes 
of salt by Morse & Co.; Hathorne’s American 
Spinner, shown by the proprietor, J. W. Al- 
len; Hatch’s Spinner, shown by W. P. Hatch, 
of Lincoln County; and several samples of 
home made pickles, catsups, etc. 


The second table is occupied solely by an ex- 
tensive and elegant display of woolen fabrics 
and shawls manufactured at the Sebasticook 
Woolen Mills at Hurtland. There is also sus- 
pended from the gallery over this table a 
splendid assortment of shawls from the same 
factory. 

The third table has a model of Sweetland’s 
refrigerator, shown by F. A. McLaughlin of 
Bangor; a camp chair by Mrs. B. Johnson of 
Bangor; a cage of canaries by Mrs. A. H. Par- 
ker, and a variety of articles of home manufac- 
ture. 


On the fourth table W. H. Adams displays 
a fine assortment of teas, coffees and spices. 
On the fifth table there is a nice rag carpet 
made by a lady seventy-five years old, anda 
case of embroidered flannel. 


The space between the front of the stage and 
the tables is occupied by elegant parlor and 
chamber sets, lounges, chairs, etc., exhibited 
by Messrs. G. W. Merrill, Dole Bros. and W. 
S. Townsend & Co. At the left of the stage is 
a Gordon printing press, shown by S. S. Smith 
& Son, and a fine four-horse power engine. 
The stage is occupied by pianos, organs, etc., 
exhibited by Messrs. Patten & Wheelden, F. 
S. Davenport, and R. M. Mansur of Augusta, 
and a black walnut casket manufactured by C. 
H. Tebbetts and Co. The display of circular 
and cross-cut saws from the manufactories of 
M. Schwartz and Kimball & Sanford, attracted 
much attention. 

The space at the right of the stage was oc- 
cupied by a table containing specimens of 
primting by S. 8. Smith & Son, anda patent 
window sash with adjuster and lock. 

The table on the right next to the stage has 
two cases containinz specimens of work done 
on the Keystone sewing machines entered by 
G. F. Danforth, agent, and a splendid buggy 
harness manufactured at the State Prison. 
Jonathan Bachelder displays on the next, a 
fine lot of single and double buggy harnesses, 
collars, etc., and Edward Jordan exhibits a 
splendid gold mounted harness. 

On the next table Messrs. Thos. Jenness & 
Son have a case of cutlery comprising all kinds 
in use, and make a display unequalled by any 
other of the kind on exhibition. They also 
have four jars of Salem lead, one of blue, one 
corroded, one dry ground and one ground in 
oil. On the same table there is also a fine as- 
sortment of stone hammers and other tools, 
manufactured by H. Harvey of Augusta, and 
some axe heads manufactured by S. H. Park 
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exhibit on the next table a case of seythes and 
hay knives. 

The next table contains a handsome display 
of merchandise contributed by some of the mer- 
chants of Bangor. 

The Hinckley & Egery Iron Company exhib- 
it a twenty horse-power engine, from which 
power is farnished to Maybew’s and Close’s 
shingle machines, which are in operation. 
This engine has Howard’s improved piston- 
head, which is considered the best in use. It 
is so constructed that the piston-rod, by means 
of a set screw, where the follower was once 
used, keeps the piston in the centre of the cyl- 
inder, thereby obviating the wear in the bot- 
tom of the cylinder. The Mayhew shingle 
machine is what is called a rotary machine, 
sawing from four bolts, and is claimed by the 
inventors to be the fastest machine in use. 
The Close machine is known as an ‘‘up and 
down machine,”’ and the inventor claims that 
with his jointer, which is attached, it will saw 
and joint as many shingles as any now in use. 
Davis’ patent clapboard machine is on exhibi- 
tion, and by means of knives attached to the 
saw arbor, does away with a ‘‘sapper,’’ say- 
ing a large amount of mill space. A Bangor 
bark mill, used by tanners for grinding bark, 
a Ball’s bolting machine, for splitting and saw- 
ing bolts for shingle machines, together with 
specimens of the Herrin, Close and square-dish 
water wheels, all manufactured at their works, 
complete their exhibition on the main floor. 

Beneath the hall, Mr. A. Noyes exhibits a 
lot of stoves pf various kiads, tin ware, fur- 
naces, etc., from his store on Central street, 
and Wood, Bishop & Co. display specimens of 
all the thousands of articles of iron and tin 
manufactured by them. 

The Muzay Iron Company have on exhibi- 
tion one of Muzzy’s patent horizontal shingle 
machines, which is claimed to be more perfect 
in its operation than any in use; it is finely 
finished and reflects much credit on their work- 
men. It is not in operation in the hall. The 
Company also exhibit three different sizes of 
Cameron’s steam pumps, a Chandler’s rotary 
pump, a Judson governor, and a model of An- 
derson’s patent muley, which they consider 
the best in use. A fine display of emgine and 
piping fiximgs, an improved chimney cap, a 
seven foot and a three and a half foot turbine 
water wheel, complete their exhibition. 

J. W. Strange displays an elegantly finished 
four-horse power engine in full working order, 
driving a smail Gordon printing press. The 
engine isan improvement over the common 
stationary, doing away with the eccentric by 
means of a rotary valve, worked by a pinion 
on the crank shaft, which mashes into another 
on the valve-rod. 

T. N. Chapman exhibits a saw-filing and 
gumming machine, manufactured by him. 

The Hinckley and Egery Iron Company ex- 
hibit on their table in the hall specimens of 
their work, consisting of laps, ratchets and 
models of various kinds, with all the necessary 
fittings for engine and piping purposes, to- 
gether with a piston and rod, showing How- 
ard’s improved piston-head. 

Evenine. 
Farmers’ Meeting. 

Discussion opened upon the topic, ®ence Tax 
and Fence Laws, by the President of ‘the Soci- 
ety, Hon. Samuel Wasson of Surry. 

The idea of self protection is innate in men. 
We become inured to fencing as we become 
inured ty fashion. Plenty of material induced 
plenty of fences in the past. The tax imposed 
by fencing is en;>mous, costs more in the 
United States than the houses; more than the 
foreign and inlan! shipping. The cost is 
twice as great per scre in our country as the 
State and local taxes. The time is near at 
hand when timber and fencing cannot be had 
in the older sections. Forest culture should 
be encouraged to supply our wants in fuel and 
fencing, as well as building. The idea has 
been that fences were made to shut cattle out 
and not in, as should be the case. The road 
and interior fences are the causes that render 
farming unprofitable and irksome. The State 
must maintain 87,000 miles of fencing to fence 
out cattle from public ways. 


Impounding animals has its shadows and 
disadvantages; is unsafe and unsound. Own- 
ers of adjacent lands are required to maintain 
one-half of the division fence. The law pro- 
vides that any one injured by cattle of oth- 
ers may recover damages on an action of 
tresspass. But this proceeding is often at- 
tended with difficulties like all actions passing 
through our courts. There are too many im- 
perfections that attend our fence law. We tax 
our tarms with five times too many fences. 
From two to three hundred dollars to each 
farmer is the tax our fences impose upon them. 
Way not make laws suited to our wants and 
necessities. 

Gov. Perham has often thought we had too 
many fences. Sees no utility in road fences 
where farms do not border upon tke roads. 
Believes in fencing in instead of out. Every 
man should fence to keep his own cattle. Is 
glad that the attention of the farmers is called 
to this important topic. Hopes law wili be 
made better suited to our wants than that we 
have at present. 

Mr Dickerman of the Springfield Republi- 
can believes farmers should settle this for 
themselves. The old custom of fencing in 
small fields should be abolished. A great 
amount of land is taken up by these useless 
fences. The heaviest tax upon the community 
is this fence tax. In the west the farms are 
not fenced to any great extent. In Germany 
but few fences are found compared with ours. 
President Allen, State Ag. College, spoke of 
road fences causing expense in breaking roads 
in winter. Where no road fences are used 
land is available for agricultural purposes, 
even to the traveled portion. This gives a 
great saving. Lands of Agricultural College 
are not fenced upon road. Finds no difficulty 
regarding tresspass from neighbors’ cattle. 
Has more trouble from their own. 


Mr. Chamberlain of Foxcrott.—attention 
has been called to this subject frequently of 
late, by many progressive agriculturists. 
Thinks road fences a nuisance, and should be 
abated. 

Col. Hersey of Lincoln.—Road fences are 
necessary to keep droves of cattle in the road 
when driven from one part of the country to 
the other. Lives in a section where large 
droves pass frequently. Rocks must be put 
somewhere when picked up from the fields— 
where better than in a wall fence. [Put them 
in drains.—Reporter. } 

J. R. Farrington, Supt. of College Farm, 
Orono, thinks the subject an important one. 
Regards road fences as'a nuisance. Time was 
when every road had to be fenced. The farm 
that had good road fences was regarded with 
pride and pleasure. Causes are working to 
abolish road fences. Scarcity of material, high 
price of labor, and uselessness are the chief 
causes. It is annoying to have cattle trespass- 
ing. Farmers must consult their own inter- 
est. Fenceson the road harbor weeds and 
bushes. No fences on highway permit a shav- 
en sod to the carriage way. Farms look bet- 


them on the college farm. Our roal fences 
are a needless expense, and a nuisance. 

Mr. Edward Sweetser, Corinth.—Trying to 
get along without fences is attended with diffi- 
culties. Has tried the experiment, and does 
not think it pays. Knows their advantages 
and disadvantages. 

Mr. J. F. Whitney, Maxfield, one year in 
New Hampshire had experience of breaking 
roads caused by road fences; in a town of 300 
inhabitants $900 were expended one winter in 
breaking roads. Has abolished his road fences 
and finds it pays. Indorses the doing away 
with road fences as expressed by the majority 
who aave spoken. Thinks our laws need 
changing regarding fences and trespassing cat- 
tle. 
President Wasson spoke of the fine flower 
garden between this hall and the Fair ground, 
wholly unprotected by road fences. Cedar 





rails in his section used to be purchased for 


six dollars per hundred; now an inferior arti- 
cle costs from twelve to eighteen dollars per 
hundred, The cost is already beyond the 
reach of many farmers.

And thus having glanced hurriedly at some 
ot the leading features of the exhibition we 
close our report. In the compass of one issue 
we cannot do justice to all articles on exhibi- 
tion, but hope in our next to be able to pub- 
lish the premium lists in full, corrected by the 
trustees, with such coumendatory mention of 
meritorious articles as were examined by the 
various committees. Notwithstanding the un- 
favorable weather, the fair cannot be regarded 
as otherwise than a success. The total receipts 
were about $13,500, and it is estimated that 
the expenses of the fair above the receipts will 
be from $8000 to $10,000. Had good weath- 
er occurred during the last two days of the 
Exhibition the receipts would have been from 
ten to twelve thousand dollars in advance of 
what they were. Sympathizing with the man- 
agers of tie Society in their discouregment, 
many of the exhibitors have relinquished all 
hold upon premiums awarded them; prominent 
gentlemen have signified their willingness to 
aid in a subscription to help make up the defi- 
cit, and some who have bills against the Soci- 
ety have made a liberal discount upon them. 
Among the exhibitors who have donated their 
premiums to the Society are Gen. W. S. Tilton 
and E. L. Norcross of this city, Dr. S. H. 
Tewksbury of Portland, John Morrison, Esq., 
of Corinth, and Hebron Luce, Esq., of Ban- 
gor to whom were awarded large sums, and 
many others to whom smaller amounts were 
awarded.

Morrill bear similar testimony, and express 
their conviction that for no consideration would 
the people of the State again sanction the pub- 
lie sale of liquor.

The Carnival of Crime. 

The fearful increase of capital crimes is a 
subject which must have attracted the atten- 
tion of every intelligent reader of the public 
journals, and is of so alarming a character as 
to excite the deepest concern. We can hardly 
take up a newspaper without finding the sick- 
ening details of some horrid murder, and fre- 
quently of three or four committed on the 
same day, in different parts of the country. 

We know that the facilities for the speedy 
transmission of news from different points, 
through the medium of the telegraph and the 
associated press, are daily approaching nearer 
to perfection, but after making due allowance 
for all these, there can be no doubt that terri- 
ble murders have of late been unusually preva- 
lent. The cause of this carnival of crime and

lieve that compulsory attendance at school 
should be established by law in every State in 
the union, or if need be, by a law of Con 

gress. We also believe that some changes 
may be wrought in our criminal code which 
would render it more efficient and more prac- 
tical. 

We believe that law which debarsa man 
from verving ona jury in capital cases, who 
reads the newspapers, to be not only absurd 
but a great hindrance to the administration of 
strict justice. It practically debars every in- 
telligent man from serving as a juror, and 
places the question of guilt of parties ac- 
cused of crime into the hands of a set of ig- 
noramuses whose chief qualities of mind are 
predjudice and caprice. It makes trial by jury 
amere burlesque. In the case of Mrs. Fair 
who is now on trial in San Francisco, for the 
murder of her husband, the court spent near- 
ly two weeks in impanneling a jury. Over 
nine hundred persons were drawn and chal- 
longed to get a jury of twelve men, and the 
only disqualification with nine-tenths of them 
was, that they had read the particulars of the 
crime in the papers. 

One State has already repealed this absurd 
law, and we hope that others will follow. Let 
intelligent men be allowed to act as jurors, 
and we may exp-ct in most cases, an intelli- 
gent verdict. 

Another defect not so much in the system 
as in the practice, is, that where they can pre- 
vent it, our best men will not allow their 
names to be put into the jury box. We know 
itis a sacrifice for business men to attend 
court and act as jurors, especially with the 
meagre compensation which onr laws allow, 
but it is a sacrifice for the public good, and as 
such, becomes a duty. We think it is the 
character of the men who serve, rather than 
the system itself, which is manifestly bringing 
trial by jury into disrepute.

Ga Mrs. Betsey Crooker, an inmate of the 
[Insane Hospital is ninety-six years of age. 
Her maiden name was Packard and her father 
was a soldier in the Continental army. Dur- 
ing the winter of 1776 his wife visited him, 
and Betsey was born in the revolutionary 
camp. Her father subsequently moved to 
Maine and settled in Oxford county. Betsey 
was married to Charles Crooker about the 
year 1798. After they had lived together sev- 
eral years and had a family of seven children, 
her husband left her and she heard nothing 
from him for forty years. During most of this 
time she lived alone and held but little com- 
munication with the world. Some six or eight 
years ago an old man bowed with age left 
the cars at Locke’s Mills station and from 
inquiries which he made it” was ascertained 
that he was the long lost Charles. The ac- 
count which he gave of himself was that he 
had been in the Provinces, married again and 
left a family there. As the close of his life 
drew nigh, he was possessed with a great de- 
sire to visit once more the scenes of his younger 
days. He lived but a short time after his re- 
turn. It is but justice to the old mau to say 
that no one blamed him for leaving his first 
wife. Their lives had not flowed smoothly, 
and in their last unequal encounter which oc- 
curred the night before his departure, most of 
his hair was pulled from his head by the hands 
of. his pugilistic spouse, and was found by the 
neighbors scattered over the kitchen floor the 
next morning.

Oxrorp County Norss. At Bryant’s Pond 
and vicinity in Oxford County, Saturday, we 
noticed that there had been no frost to injure 
even the tenderest vines. Corn has ripened 
well and the crop is good. There is great com- 
plaint of damage to the potatocrop. In many 
places half the yield is destroyed, and but few 
fields are entirely free from rot. A large 
breadth was planted and enough will probably 
be raised for home consumption, but very few 
for the market. 

We noticed several mammoth sqnashes on 

the vines in Elder Dunham’s garden, which he 
will exhibit at the County Fair to be holden 
at Paris next week. Theelder isthe cham- 
pion squash raiser of Maine, having car- 
ried off the honors at several State and county 
Fairs. It is hard to raise a squash in this cli- 
mate whose weight is more than 257 pounds, 
and until such an on> shall be raised, Elder 
Dunham is the ‘‘Squash King” of the State. 
Calvin A. Jackson of Bryant’s Pond sowed 
some of the Tom Thumb peas, from which he 
had full grown peas on the 3d and 4th of July. 
He saved some of the ripened seed of the first 
crop and had new peas fit for the table on the 
8th of September. 
Messrs. 0. C. & H. F. Houghton have just 
completed a fine building which will be of 
great convenience to the village and town. 
The basement is used as a storeroom for private 
purposes. The second story belongs to the 
town and is to be used fora town hall. The 
old dilapidated town-house on the Paris road 
has been sold, and hereafter the people of 
Woodstock are to do their voting at Bryant's 
Pond. The new Hall is high in the walls, 
light and pleasant, and two convenient rooms 
have been finished for the use of the town of- 
ficers. ‘The third story is finished into a con- 
venient and beautiful-Masonic Hall for the use 
of Jefferson Lodge. The Messrs. Houghton 
own the basement, and the town and masonic 
lodge each own their respective halls and each 
owns one-third of the lot. By this cooperative 
building, the town pays only $650.00, and the 
Lodge $250.00 for their large and commodious 
halls. To have built them separately would 
have cost them more than a thousand dollars 
each. At the session of the Supreme Court 
now being held at Paris, no indictment has 
been found and the grand jury has been dis- 
charged.

Afnew plan tor the campaign against 
the Cuban insurgents, of whom, it is officially an- 
nounced, there are 4500 in the field, has been pre- 
sented to the Spanish authorities. 

At the examination in the case of Forrester, the 
alleged murderer ef Nathan on Wednesday, Mrs. 
Ann Keenan, a music teacher, testified that at 
about 8 o’clock on the night of murder she saw a 
man who she identified as the prisoner, prowling 
about Mr. Nathan’s premises. He had something 
concealed up the sleeve of hiscoat. She saw him go 
into the basement of the house. He seemed very 
excited. 

As the early train drew up at the first station a 
pleasant looking gentleman stepped out on the 
platform, and enhaling the fresh air enthusiasti- 
cally observed to the brakeman: ‘“‘isn’t this invig- 
orating?’’ “‘No, sir; it is Bethel,’’ said the con- 
scientious employe. The pleasant looking gen- 
tleman retired. 

In the cases of Ornell and Seymour, who died 
recently at Ward’s Island Lunatic Asylum from 
alleged ill treatment from an attendant named Far- 
rell, the coroner’s jury have returned a verdict 
that Seymour died of injuries inflicted by Far- 
rell, and that Ornell died of disease of the brain 
hastened oy the ill treatment of Farrell. 

The Tribune announces th at it will follow up the 
insane asylum sensation with the exposure of 
abuses connected with emigration affairs, and says 
one of its reporters has been to Europe and re- 
turned as steerage passenger, passed through Cas- 
tle Garden, and is now on his way westward in an

DisposiTion or THE GENEVA Awarp. It is 
understood that the indemnity awarded by the 
Board of Arbitration at Geneva, when paid, 
will be disposed of in the following manner: 
In the first place, individuals who suffered in 
consequense of the depredations of the rebel 
erusiers, will be paid in full for their losses. 
After all their claims have been paid, it is ex- 
pected thata very large sum will remain, which 
will go into the treasury to re-imburse the gov- 
ernment for its expense in fitting out naval ves- 
sels for the capture of the privateers, and for 
re-imbursing the United States for the expenses 
of men, coal, etc., in the various voyages of 
the ships sent in pursuit. A calculation was 
made at the navy department, during the ses- 
sion of the joint high commission, to ascertain 
the amount expended by the government in the 
pursuit of the Alabama and other privateers, 
including the cost of the ships, the armament, 
the pay of the officers and men, the coal, and 
the whole cost in such particulars to the gov- 
ernment. The astonishing fact is presented 
that the sum amounted to only about $1,000, 
000. The remaining $14,500,000 is therefore 
due to the claimants who suffered losses from 
she depredations of the rebel privateers.—It is 
thought, however, that $10,000,000 or 12,- 
000,000 will pay all the claims of this charac- 
ter, and that the remainder will be appropria- 
ted to the government on behalf 0: its wounded 
honor.

Our Scandinavian Po ulation. 


We find the following statistics in regard to 
the Scandinavian population of the United 
States in the La Crosse Leader: 

Having seen very often in the papers state- 
ments about the number of the Scandinavian 
population in the United States, and having 
mostly found that the number in these state- 
ments is overrated or underrated,I have thought 
that » statemgnt based on official returns might 


a one. 

The returns of the last census show that in 
1870 there lived in the United States 241,000 in- 
dividuals born in Norway, Sweden or Denmark. 
Of these 114,000 were born in Norway, 17,- 
000 in Sweden, and 30,000 in Denmark. ‘To 
this number children born in the United States 
of Norwegian, Swedish cr Danish parents are, 
of course, not included. These children, even 
if they speak their mother tongue and consid- 
er themselves Scandinavians, are numbered 
among those who are born in the United States. 
By adding up these children in ten counties in 
Minnesota, it is found that their number there 
is the same as that of their parents. But in 
the States where the Scandisavians have lived 
a longer time—as in Illinois, lowa and Wis- 
consin—it is taken for certain that the num- 
ber of childrea is greater than the number of 
their parents. Computing these and the Scan- 
dinavian immigration siuce 1870, 1 think that 
the Scandinavian population in the United 
States now amounts to 550,600 or possibly 
nearer 600,000. 

According to Norwegian born; in Wisconsin, 
44,000; in Minnesota, 16,000; in Lowa, 17,- 
000; in Illinois, 12,000; in California, 1,000. 
Of Swedish born in Illinois, 30,000; la Min- 
nesota, 21,000; in Iowa 11,000; in New York, 
7,000; in Kansas, 5,000; in California, 2,030, 
in Utah, 1,500. Ot Danish born in Wis- 
consin, 5,200; In Iowa, 9,800; in Lliinois, 
2,500; in Minnesota, 2,180; in California, 2,- 
000; in Nebraska, 1,200; in Utah, 4,000. 

Before 1840 there were only emigrated to the 
United States from Norway and Sweden, 1,300, 
and from Denmark, 1,100 individuals. The 
greater part of the Scandinavians have immi- 
grated to the United States in the last twenty- 
two years.
